Of the Original Caufe and Nature of the 
Secret Difeafe. 




fiCcording to the Principles of the new 
Pkilojophy, a promilcuous Mixture of 
difterent Company in one and the lame 
Wsman, from the Heat and u4Uion of the 
Parts wherein it is lodg'd, and the dif- 
ferent ASlivity of Spirits and volatile 
Salts with which different Seeds abound, do fo rarify 
and ferment^ as to become, by a Change of Fignre^ 
Texture^ and Cok^jion of its (from being broken 
and ftiatter'd in Fermntation J a CORRUPT Body or 
Matter, and by Confequence a moft violent ACID, 
which is the natural -^e/a/t and Pre^«^? o£ dXlFermentati- r 
ons ; as appears in J^inegar, which is a corrupted Wine } 
Leaveny a corrupted Dough ; Tea/}, a corrupted Wort^ &c. 
and which are all more or lefs y^i;i4f;,and corrupt Bodies, 
as their Corruption is from more or lefs perfe6): Things : 
For always Corruptio optimi -peffmn fo the fliarpelt Vi- 
negar is made of the bed Wine, and coniequently 'tis 
no Wonder that the very »or/? of all Dijlempers (hould 
proceed from a Corruption of a Matter io refin'd and 
perfe61: as human Seerf is. \ 

This is the Philofophical Account the ingenious and 
learned Aather of T/;e FraBical Scheme of the Secret Di- 
feafe has, in the fixteenth Edition of that TraB, given of 
the Original Caufe of the Venereal Vi^emper • which Ac- 
count, altho' it has been ten feveral Times (in fo many 
E4itiQntJ deliberated about by that j^shor, and be too, 
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in the Main, as agreeable to what is to be met with in 
io\w& other late Writers, treating of tliis Difeafe, as if 
it were tranfcrib'd from them i yet I mutt freely own, 
I look upon this Hypcthefis to be a mere Philofophical 
Cloif^ara, altcgethor void Truth : And that for the fol- 
lowing Con flier mons, i. Becaufe the Semen (when there 
is no Cowrepriow J remains not in the Uterus, or its Fdgina^ 
longenough to admit of a patrdiidiivQ Fermentation. 2. In 
Cafe it did, it is not conceiveable that the Semen of one 
Man can differ fo much, in its conft-ituent Parts, from that 
of another Man, as that, (liould they be mix'd, and 
remain together, in the Manner fugge(ied, they (hould 
ferment, and be, by that Fermentation, converted into 
Venereal Virus. 3. Were promifcuousCop»/<i^io», by 
any Means, capable of producing that Poyfon which is 
the EJfence of the Venereal Dijeafe, the World would 
certainly have been as well acquainted with that Di- 
feafe (which, in thefe jP^^^m, at lead, it was not) before 
the Siege of Naples j in er about the Tear of our L&ri 
1594, as it bis been Gnce : For the fame Caufe always 
produces the fame Effe^h and llhoring was doubtkis 
as much in Ufe, in the y^ges before that Siege, as it was 
then, or has been fwce. Whatever therefore was the Ori- 
gin of the Secret Difeafe, a Corruption of the Seed of divers 
A-:fen in ibme common Woman certainly was not. And 
as i rejeci: the above-written Hypothefis it fe!f, fo I muft 
declare my Disbelief of what our Amhor has laid and 
affirm'd in Explanation of it ; for how can ic poflTibly 
be true, that a violent y^cid ih.ould be the natural Re' 
fult and ProdpiU of all Fert^cntations / Are not Grapes, 
Appksj Fears, Plmibs, &c. four, that is, Jcid, in their 
immature and unripe State i And are they not, by a 
gentle and natural Fermentation, promoted by the Heat 
of the Sm, advanc'd from their State of Immaturity to 
that of Ripenejs ? And do not their Juices, in luch their 
Time of Rip-.nirtg, by Means of that Fermentation, lofe 
their former SoHrnefs^ (or Acidity ) and become delici- 
oufly jviect and plecjant i Again, is it not by Fermen- 
tation, that tlie cxprcis'd Juice of the Grape is brought 
into Wine f That of the Apple into Syder ^ That of the 
Pear into Perry, &c. And wsH this Author perfwade 
U5, that all Kinds of Frmt, >yhen jutt r/ffj and in 
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theit PerfeSlionf as alfo the moft generous Wines, the beft 
of Sydc)^, Ferry, &c. are all (even whilft they are in 
their belt State, and moft agreeable to the Palate J vio- 
lent y4cids, and in a State of Corruption i Again, how 
can this Author expe6t that the Ladies will credit him, 
in affirmingj^hat the beft Wine Vinegar they ufe in their 
Tickles, and ^latable Sauces, as alfo the Leaven and Yeaft 
mix'd in all the Bread they eat, are, as fuch, corrupt 
Matters 1 Is it not, I befeech you, a well-known Truth, 
that Fermentation is only an intefiine Motion of Panicles f 
And is it not C too J as wcIJ known, that all Things are 
brought to PerfeUkn by one Fermentation, as weH as in- 
to a State of Corruption and Dijfolmion by another. I£ 
this be the belt of our Authors new Philofophy, it will 
certainly be wwth his while, Laying that afide, to read 
a little old Philofophy. 

As to a true Knowledge of the Original Caufe of the 
Secret Difeafe, it ftems very difficult to be come at; and 
would j)robably be of little Advantage, if gain'd : For 
I deem it of fmalJ Importance to a Phy/tcian, and of lels 
to an afflided Patient, to know the Original Cmfe of 
this (or any) Difeajej when, where, and by what 
Means it was introduc'd into the World : But unlefs 
a Phyfician be acquainted with the true Nature and ma- 
terial Cauje of this (or any) Difeafe, he can't rational- 
ly adapt Remedies proper for its iafe, fpecdy, and effe- 
ctual Cure, Our learned Author, to this Purpofe, fays, 

* Any Man CFd. 16. p. 4.) that pretends to cure a Di- 

* jlemper he does not perfed^ly, as w^ll according to the 
' Principles of Philofophy as Anatomy, underRand, that he 

* may righily know how and when to oppofe Acids to 
' AlcAiies, and Alcalies to Acids, in which ail Dijhmpers 
' confift, ads only by Rote. * A Phypcian ©ught, as our 
Author fays, to undeliand the Difcaje he pretends to cure ; 
but I humbly conceive our ingenious Author's new Philo- 
fophy has, in this Pajjage, brought him into another Mi- 
fiake ; for it is moft certain, that all Difeafes do not,as our 
Author has affirm'd, confift either in Acids or Aicalies. Nor 
does the whole Art of Phyfick confift in knowing how 
and when to oppofe Acids to Alcalies, and Alcalies to 
Acids.^ This would indeed be cutting the Work ftiort 
both in Theory and Pra^ice ; for, as to Theory, it would 
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difetigage us, in a rcry great Meafure, from troubling 
our Heads with what Authors have, in their many krge 
Volumes^ wrote about the great Variety of G?«/ej, Nd- 
tures, and Difference of the many Dijeafes incident to hu- 
man Bodies. And as to Pra^ice, we being only (as 
our Author intimates) to oppofe Acids to A'calies, and 
Akalies to Acids , as Occafion rhall jcquire^^tbere could 
certainly be no farther Need of Bleeding, Blifieringy 
Purging J Vomhirg^ Srveating^ Salivating^ giving Opiates, 
Cordials ,&c. which Thing, could it be made cut, would 
hcgood Mws to the fick and 4ff.iSied Part of Mankind. 

Come we now to confider the Nature, EJfence, and 
material Cmfc of the Secret Vifeafe ; which I am very 
\vell aflur'd does, as our Author has affirm 'd of it, con- 
fsft in an ACID. But he haying not fo fully defcriFd 
the Nature of that Acid, as, in my Opinion^ is necefla- 
ry, I will, in fome Meafure, fupply thac night Defeat. 
1 fay then, The Effence of the Venered InjeEion confijis in 
an Acid, of a malign and corrofive QHaiity, not abfoltttely 
fx'd, nor of it felf volatile, hat vphich is, by Heat, eafily 
volatilized', and which rvill, ly Fermentation, convert the 
Fluids of an human Body f ejpecially the Lympha, depgnd 
ly ]S]ature for the JMatrition of the Part into which it fhall 
he intr omitted J into a corrupt malign Matter of its own Na- 
ture. It is the Nature of all Acids (and of this Vcne- 
teal Acid araonglt the reli) to coagulate the Bkod and 
Lyffipha, (which are made up of fulphureous and alcale- 
ous Particles) and to render them vifcid; their Fifcidi- 
fy occafions, in the capillary Vefjels and Glandules, their 
Stagnation j their Stagnation, ObjlruElions and putrefaElive 
ferw~ntations, and at length Brcahngs-om, Scabs, Ulcers, 
^c. in the Parts aii'e&ed : All which, and the other 
Symptoms of this Difeafey are more or lels fevere, 
according as the putrefying Fluid was more or lefs re- 
plete with the Venereal corrofive Particles, the Body more 
or lefs fill'd before with difeafy Humours, &c. So that 
having difcover'd the Nature of the Venereal InfeBion, 
and its EffcBs on the Blood and Lympha, it would be no 
difficult Matter to account for the great Va ieiy of 
Symptoms that Venereal Patients, according to their Age, 
Sex, different Habits of Body, Malignity of the InfeUi" 
tn, Way of receiving it, &c, are afflided with. And 
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what our learned Author has faid on that JFIeadf (hall be 
infertcd in the next Chapter but one ,j for the SuhjeEi 
treated of in the cnfuing Ckapter being worthy of Cm- 
fideration, and fcarcely taken iVo/ice of in the TrMical 
Scheme^ I Qiall fupply that Omiflion here. 



CHAP. II. 

0/ Receiving the Venereal Infedion. 

TH E EHence of the Venered Difeaje confiding of ^ 
malign corroftve Acid^ by Heat ealily volatiiiz'd, its 
JnfeBion may infallibly be communicated from one Per- 
fon to another, by any Kind of Means, CJtve immedi' 
ate, five mediate) by which the malign penetrative Far- 
ticks of this InfeQion may be tranfmittcd from any Fart 
of an infe6led Perjon, into the cmicalar Peres of any 
Part of a found Body ; for 'tis no looner through thofe 
Pores, but it meets fome Fluid, which it viciates, ren- 
ders vifcid, and (by farther Fermentation) colliqaates 
and converts into a Virus of its own Nature. 

And by that Means it happens, that this InfeBinn (by 
whatever Way received) firft occafions a LOCAL Difeafe, 
that is, the principal Part (at leaft) of the InfiUion (for 
fome fhortTime) adheres to and remains in the Part in- 
to which it firrt gain'd AdmilTion ; and in that Party 
and thofe thereto adjacent, uliiallj^ firft discovers it 
felf. That every me may have a fatisfa6tory Notion of 
the Matter, I will fubjoin a more pmcaht Accomt 
how, and by what Means, Perfons may and do be- 
come infeEied with this Difeafe, and of the Symptoms 
that do thereupon firft enfue, viz, 

1, By the V enerealEnjoymera of an infeiied Conspanion j 
which I niuft not put down for a new Difcovery. 

2. A Man may, as many know by dear-bought Ex- 
perience, receive this InfeUion by only /»/?/«/ Dalliance 
with the ohfcene Parts of an infeSled Woman, (or, if he 
has a virulent Gonorrhea-, Skanhrsj Src. he may fo give 
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it a found Woman) altho' he does not abfolutely enter 
her Body. 

3. Some have affur'd me, they have received the /»- 
feSlion by only permitting their (pick'd up) Ladies to 
handle their privy Memhers j but in that Cafe, the Wo- 
man mult firlt (to fatisfy fome private Grudge ) have 
moillcn'd her Hand with the infeitious F//f^ of her own 
Body. When the InfeEiion fhall have been recciv'd by 
any of the I'V^jyj hitherto nam'd, it ufuelly induces a 
Gonorrhea^ or fome of the Symptoms of a Clap, 

Here one Remark fecms proper, viz.. That when the 
InfeViiorf is received by Injiful D alliance ^ without Penetra- 
tion ; by Penetration, without an Emijjim of Seed j or 
by fuffecing a Woman to befmear the Yard with the in- 
fedious Tilth of her own Body, altho' a Gonorrhoea, 
Rmning^ Heat of Urine, S^c. may, and fometimes do, 
enfue ; yet the Rri} Symptoms more ufually are external 
only, viz,, the T^rd becomes inflamed, fmcll'd, fore ; its 
TorcsHn is fbmethnes fo purs'd up, that its JNm can't, 
without Diflicully, be difcoverd ; at other Times it is 
io girt about the Top of the JMut of the Tard, as that it 
can't, with Eafe, be brought over it j or there happen 
little UicerSf Shankers, Warts, an Ortz^ing of a Matter 
from between the Foreshn and Nut of the Tard, almort 
like that of a Running, &c. Sometimes the Owe, and at 
ether Times Another of thefe Symptoms begin to appear, 
a Week, two, or three after the InfeEiion fhall have been 
received. And in fome Perfons (whether there were or 
were not a Penetration, Emijfwn of Seed, &c.) the In- 
feEiion iTiall caule a Running, and fome of the other 
Symptoms too, and that in a very (hort Time. The Truth 
is, every Per/on does, in fome Meafure, differ from any 
other in Conftitution and State of Health ; and for that 
Reafon the InfeEiion will produce Symptoms different- in 
one Per/on, from what it does in another. 

4. A Per/on may receive this InfeEiion by lajcivioujly 
hjfing any one who has Venereal Ulcers or ^'ortj in the 
Mouth ox Throat ; in which Cafe the Lips are apt to 
Weak out in Scabs, that will not eafily be remov'd ; or 
being cured, will foon return, the Mouth and Throat be- 
come jorct ulceratedj &c. 

5. 
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cj. Lying (efpecially if it be often done) in the fme 
Bed with a Perfon (tho' of the fame Sex) tliat has the 
Venereal Difeafe in an high Degree, may communicate 
the InfeSiion (at leaft in feme Degree J to a found Per- 
fon ; fo may a Bed or Garment, conftantly Iain in or 
worn by a Perfon feverely pox'd. And when tlie In- 
feUion Qiall be receiv'd by either of thefe Ways, the in- 
fe6lious Effiftvia entering moft Parts of the Body, and 
fixing in the mlitary Glands, the firft Symptoms common- 
ly are (unufual) Itchings, Tinglings, little Breakings- 
out on the Skin, Pimples, Ptijhles, Seals, &lc. that will 
not eafily be cured. Thefe Perfons many Times appear 
and fare like thofe highly- fcorhutical, or like Perfons 
brought to an ill State of Health, by the Venereal Di- 
feafe not skilfully and well cured. 

6. Many Infants (their Parents, or one of them being 
pox'd) bring this Difeaft into the World with them ; 
and in that Cafe, altho' they are horn clear, and feem- 
ingly found, yet they foon difcover their Difeafe, by un- 
ufual Breakings-out, 8ic. 

7. Pocky Infants oftentimes give this Difeafe to their 
JSJurfes, as well by fueling, as by being kifs d and fondled 
by them. Many Nmfes are thus rmnd, they not pre- 
fently imagining what is the Matter with their Breajfsj 
Lips, Adomhs, &c. when affected with Breakings-out-, 
Sorenefs, Ulcers, &c. that refitt the Force of ordinary 
Remedies* 

8. A great miny Infants born found and healthful, 
are fpoil'd by Pocky JNurfes. If a vnet Nurfe has the fod 
Difeafe, tlie Infant receives it of her by fucking 5 and 
the InfeElion firlt (hews it felf in the Child's Mouth, and 
foon after in other Parts of its tender Body. If either 
mt or dry Nurfe has V enereal Ulcers in her Mouth, (he 
gives the Difeafe to the Child by kiffing and fondling of 
it. If fbe has Pocky Sores, Ulcers, or Breakings-out on 
ker Body, fhe infeds the Child by venomom Steams flow- 
ing from her difeas'd Carcafe when in Bed. By all thic, 
'tis apparent, that found Nurfes ought to be cautious 
whole Infants they take to nurfe ; and the Parents of 
f©und Children no Jefs folicitous to what Nurfes and 
JSlmfery. Maids {hey commit the Care of their tender 
hfmts. 

There 
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There arc fo me other more fcandalous Pf^^i by which 
fome profligate Wretches have become infeBed with this 
Difeafe ; but I fhall pafs em by, as not fit to be named 
befidcF, they are^ effectually comprehended by the gcfte- 
ral Rule laid down in the Beginning of this Chapter. 
And now I return to our learned Aithor.

^ out at the Orifice of the Pa([age. 

' 2dly, That Pain, call'd He-«f o/" Uriwc ; Not that the 
' Urine is hotter in it felf at that 1 ime, than at others, 
' but the Paff^ge being full of little BUfiers and Ulcers^ 

* is raw and fore, and by Confcquence is fretted by 
' the puiigitive Figure of the acrimonious Salts of the 

* Urine, and fo fmarts, and feems, as it were, to bum

\ After this, the Venom creeps and infinuates it felf a 

* little farther, 'till by Degrees it feizcs on the femind 

* Vejfels, and there creates Ulcers, and corrupts the Seedy

(nay afierting) the One to couCiii of the Matter lepara- 
ted by, and flowing from tlic mmm Glands, and the 
Other of the Seed it felf flowing from the jmnnd Vej- 
fels : Whereas, in Tyuth, by the Wo\ds Ri^nning, viru- 
lent Running, and virulent Conorrkcea, is always meant 
the lame Thing,^ as to the Matter of which it confifts, 
and the Place from whence it flow?, that is, as he has 
faid, in Relation to a Running, the excretory DuEls of 
the GlanduU Mucofa, which are plac'd a little up the 
Urethra, being fo w^eaken'd, rclix'd, and ulcerated, as 
to permit a continual Difcliarge of the mucilagenous 
Humour they feparate, that Himmr is, by the Acid Par- 
Ucks of xht Venereal Infe^icn, colliqur; ted and convert- 
ed into a yellowiih or greei)i(]i Matter^ and which flow- 
ing forth iVom tiie Urethra, is cali'd a Running, virtilent 
Running, 'And virulent Gonorrhcea : Which is indeed fome- 
times 'replete with fewer, av d i'ometimes with more in- 
fedlious Particles ; which Particles ciufe the Difference 
of its Colcur. or, at lea(f, are ge- eraily laid and thought 
fo to do. But that tlie Seed it ielf is never, according 
to cur ^a^^pr J Notion, coi.ccrn'! in this Maner, is 
nioft ceriaiu ^ lor before the Seed can thus dribbie a- 
way, the Carmcles tl-rough W'hich it owj;c?in the Time 
of Coition, from the JSJccls of the FcficuU Seminales in- 
to the Urethra, mni\ be fo injur'd, wtakcn'd, and re- 
lax'd, (if not eaten iway) as to permit continually an 
involuntary Efflux of it ; after whicii, there can be 
icw (if any) Ereliions ; (of which nu If Men affli6fed 
with a virulent Runnings have more than they defire) 
hut a Tabes Dorpli^ w'vl prefently enfue, and loon after 
(an hundred to one) Death it felf. And now having 
redfify'd tliis Miftakc, let us return to pur Author again.

Thus our ^ntkor in his fouitetnth, fifteenth, 
and fixteenth Editions : But I muft remind htm of what 
he (defcribing the third Stage of this Difcafe, in his 
fifth, fixtii, feventh, and eighth Editions J told us, 
iiamely, ' That this ^cid (that is, the /icid of the Secrec

Acids have not, viz.. it fwarms witfi Aniwalcula, more de- 
form'd and venomous t!i;;n tholl- in Vinegar or Aqua- 
fortis : So that in Cafe there be AnimalcHla in either Vi- 
negar or AqM'fortts, c:S well as in the Venereal Acid, then 
the Venereal Acid l:a? nothing in it, on that Account, 
which fome other Acid has not, imlefs Vinegar or Aqua- 
fortis (abounding with AninjalcnU) be not Acids. 2. Our 
Atithor is aifo under a gveat Mifiake, in thinking the 
Acid of none other Difcafe, but that of the Venereal, is 
produdtive of /InimaicuU : For, the Acid of the Itchy 
for Inftance, is very fertile of them; 3. That although 
"'tis generally known that /^/wf^^r (when it begins, in 
hot Weather, to decay) fwarms with Animalcula, alto- 
gether as defOrm'd and venomous as Mites in a Qeefe, 
and fometimes ae cafy, without the Help of a Micro- 
fcopej to be feen ; yet, in all Probability, _ our fcrutini- 
2ing Author is the firft Philofopher ever difcover'd Ani- 
malcula, that is, living Creatuies, in Aqua-jortts. I foall 
be glad to fee what farther Account he will give of 
them (for certainly he wil' "ot ilip that favourable Op- 
portunity) to the Ko^ai Society^ in the next Edition of his

The Accmnt our learned Anthor l as given of this third 
Stage of the Secret Difeafe, the PoXy being very P^ort, I 
will add thereto a few Lines from Doctor Sydenkam, 
who, in his Epifile to Dodor Eamm^ fays, At vero quo- 
ties five (Opera Sydenhami, p* 295) dimernitate & in 
dibits partibm mora Contagio furfum fertur & fenfim San^ui- 
ni Idem imprimit, ant materia virulenta indehito Aliringen- 
tium ufti in Corpore retenta Humor es putrefcunt, Vera Lues 
Exoriinr, 8cc. i. e. But as foon as| either by the long 
Continuance of the Difcafe in the Parts firft affeded, 
the Contagion is carry 'd upwards, and communicates its 
Malignity to the Blocd, or the virnlent Matter being le- 
tain'd in the Body, by the improper Ufe of A^ringent 
Remedies, the Humours putrefy and corrupt, a true Fox 
ariles ; in which, Bdos or Smllings fometimcs appear in 
the Groin^ and conHitute its firli Degree. Soon after, 
Fains feize the Head, and Spaces between the Joints^ 
viz. Shoulders, Arms, and Legs, invading fometimes the 
one ar;d fometimcs the other, without any Order, cru- 
elly tormenting the Patient* In the Day he is fome- 
times tcllerably free from Pain ; but in the Night wheii 
warm in Bed, he enjoys not much Eafe 'till towards 
Morning. Dry Scahs, Tettars, &c. defile divers Parts of 
the Body ; they are.ufually of a yellow Colour, not un- 
like an Hony Comb, whereby they are diftinguiCh'd from 
other Breakings-oHt, Sometimes they fpread over diveis 
Parts of the Body, with a large Surface, after the Man- 
ner in which the Leprojy in the Writings of Phyikians 
is faid to have done. And by how much the more tbefe 
Breahngs oat appear, by fo much the lefs the Patient is 
affiidled with Pain. All the Symptoms do gradually in- 
crc afe, but the Pain more than the reft, even to that 
Degree of Violence, that the miferable Wretch can no 
longer contain iiimfelf in Bed, but ftreightways leaps 
out, and in UneaOnefs wanders about from Place to 
Place in his Bsd-ckamher 'till Day-light j then perhaps he 
can compofe himfelf, for a while, to reft ! Add to all 
this, that by Reafon of the Vehemeocy of the Pairiy 
the SMly and Bones of the Arms and Ugs, are from this 
Time raised up into Knol^*, caird Exojhfes, not unlike 

to 
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to the Swellings on Horfes Legt^ call'd the Spavin j and 
the Bones being fo befet with Knohs, become cariou?, 
putrefy, and rot. Phagadenick Ulcers alfo devour va- 
rious Parts of the Body : Thefe mofi ufually firrt attack 
the Throat and Jam, proceed inlenfibly by the Palate 
into the Gri/ile of the Nofe^ which it very foon deftroys, 
fo that the Nofe wanting its Prop, falls flat. The Ul- 
cers daily increafmg, and the Pains augmenting, the 
miferable Patient being partly overcome with continual 
"torture, and partly eaten up and devoured with Ulcers 
and PmrefaSiion, lives a Life as uneafy as Torture, Stench, 
Rottennefs, and Difgrace can render it j even a State 
jnuch more wretched, and lefs to be defir'd, than that 
of being numbered amongtt the Dead 1 Until at length, 
the Members periflning by Peice-Meals, the mangled Car- 
sajs, now not to be endur'd amongtt the Living, is 
committed to the Earth 1 

Whoever can read this Account (penn'd by Dr. Sy-^ 
denhaw ) of the difmal E^eUs of the Venereal Difeafe^ 
and yet not think themielves concerned to avoid thofc 
jiBs of Lemdnejs that may probably introduce it into 
their own Bodies, when abfoiutely free from it ; or that 
being unhappily (tho' but flightly) tainted therewith, 
fhall not ufe their beft Endeavours to get themfelves 
well and perfedly cured, muft doubtlefs be too coura- 
geous, or rather fool-hardy, duly to mind what (in 
Relation to the Affairs of this World) ought to be their 
mott immediate and chiefeft Concern, In the next 
Chapter I will prc'fent you with the Signs of a Clap, as 
fet down, and that aptly enough, by our learned x^*- 
thor.

The particular Signs to know a Clap fy^ 




e at its firft -Appearance fhows it felf 



A in very different Manners, according to the dif- 
ferent Confiimions of Perfons, and different Degrees of 
InfeBion receiv'd : For a C L A P at its firll Appearance 
fliows it felf in fome^ by either a He^f, RednefSy and 
Itching, of the prwate Parts outwardly ; or a Kind of 
Burning, or Itching at the £w«i of (or little Dartings^ 
TwitchingSj and Shootings within) the Parage, according 
as the venomous Acid Mmer has more or lefs touched, 
befmear'd, or enter'd into it: 

' Thefe Symptoms are commonly follow'd by a Swelling 
and hfiamwatton of the Parts, efpecially the PoresUn; 
which fometiines thereby becomes fo thick as to be- 
render'd immoveable : And a Cordee, accompany'd of- 
tentimes with a large tigly opening of the Orifice of 
the Urethra^ from the Glans or Nm\ being fwell'd and 
inflamed, 

' In others it begins with only a Beat of Ume, which 
at firft is but little, and moft fcnfible at the Orifice of 
the Pajfage, where the F mom firft fix'd it fcif in the 
ASi. ihis Symptom is ufually accompany 'd with fre- 
quent Inclinations to make Water by little Drillings of 
(harp and feemingly hot Urine, which fometimes is 
whitifh, with little Strings, Threads, or, as it werej 
Matter or Corruption in it. 

' In /owe, where it is mild, it appears at firft without 
any Hm? or Scalding o£ Urine^ Swelling, Rednefs, or 
Pain at ail ; but only a fmall iffmng out of a clammy 
corrupt Matter^ of a whitilli, greenifh, or yellowilh 
Colour, dripping and owzing away, efpecially upon 
Squeedng the Part, which is often gumm'd, and as it 
were glew'd up with it, dividing the Urine into a 
double Stream ; and which Drops of Matter ttains the 
lAnnen of a yellowiHi or greenifh Colour. 
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^ In others it appears with a Rmning and involuntary 
^ flowing out of corrupted Matter ( wliicfi is Nature^s 
' Favour) without any Uneajinefs or Pain aC all. 

' In many Perfons, after a littk Runnings one or both 
' Te(iicles become fwelTd and painful upon which the 
f Running commonly ceafes, becaufe tht Corrup'ion that 
' (hould flow away, precipitates thitiicr, and caufes 

* cold Shiverings, Paintings, fick jQualm on the Stomachy 
^ &c. And as thefe grow better, the Running ufually 

* returns again. 

* In other Perfons it begins wiih an unufual Pdn in 

* the Members, and rovcling. of the Tejiicles, with Swellings 

* in the Groins, Pains in tlie Legs, Shoulders, Bcc, 

' In fome again it appears at the Beginning with only 

* a feemingly infignificant Wheal, or Pirnple, on the 

* FeresUn or Clans, like a Flea-bite, or Meajle, which, by 
' Degrees, grows into a littk Ulcer, like thofe on Chil- 

* drens Mouths, and is what is common'y call'd a 
' Shancre, 

' Some Perjons in the Beginning have a clammy cor- 
' rupted Humour continuatly gathering and ijfmng out, 

* not from the Pajfage, but, from between the Foreskin. 

* and Nm, which being of a fharp corroding Nature, 
' frets the Pan where it lies, and makes it fore, rawy 
' and full of little Wheals, BUfiers, and ihancrous 
' Ulcers. 

9 In others a Sorenefs, and Dchility (as if from a Col 4 
' and Wearinefs) all over the Joints and Li?f;bs, fucceed 

* to the aforemention'd Symptoms, with Dulnefs of the 
' Spirits, Heavinefs, MeUnckoly, Heat in the Palms of 
t thQ Hands, &c. ^ 

' In others agdn, none other Symptoms of Malignity 

* appear, than a natery Humour ting d with as is 

* UiUal in all flight Excoriations. 

* Thefe more or lels are the ufual Symptoms of the Di- 

* feafe, and Signs q,{ InfeBion in the Beginning, propor- 

* tionably both in Men and Women ; only with this 
« Difference, that they commonly vary in every diftinSl 
' Body ; fome happening to fame Bodies, others to others ; 
' nifomuch that it rarely happens that tm Perfons in- 

* jeUed have Symptoms alike, but differ according to the 
i pijfsrence of their Temperiments, and Gnfiitutions ; 

* gteate? 
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* greater or lefs Decree of lnfe^im received ; Height of 

* Malignity and InfeUion in the Giver ; ( there being a 
' Difference between burning one's Finger with the 

* Snuff of a Candle and a red hot Iron) and Vifance of 
' Time fince it was receivM. For which Realon fome 

* Perfons find no Hhh for fome Time after liaving been 
' in Company, Others find it immediately : So titat fome 

* Perlbns (hall have a flight Clap hanging on them for 

* feveral Months, without making any great Jppearance^ 

* or giving xmxzhVneafmefs s^hQwOthers fliall be ieverely 

* Poxt in a few Daysj for the Degree of InfeElion does not 

* depend fo mach on the (Quantity of Matter imbib'd, 

* as on the Viralency,.. Corrofivenefs, and Acrinmy of it, 

* But where the Malignity received, and the Symptoms 

* appearing, are greater thart here defcrib'd, there is nO 

* need of informing fuch Perfons What ails them ; if they 

* only reflei^: in whofe Company they h-ave been, tlieir 

* Ci/e is plain enough. Thus our Author^ and to the

* to carry off" whatever fubtile venomous Effluvia may 

* efcape the Reach of the Water. The kis will do. 

* 'Twill break no Bones, and can do no Harm, but will 

* confirm the Cnre^ by driving out whatever Snah t^ay 
*■ lurli in the Grafs. And liere I recommend my Specific k 
' Remedy : But not near fo much of it, as in the fecond 
' Stage. So that the Lotion does not intirely exclude all 

* Internal Medicines, but only lefiens the JSIumher of their 
IDojes. 

1 hat the firtt Stage of this Dijeafe, that is, a Clap very 
newly receiv'd, may be entirely cured by Externals only, 
without One Grain of Ptyjici taken inwardly, fome have 
affirmed: But om Author has not promis'd any llich Thing 
for his Lotion : He has only recommended its l//e, in Con- 
)uri(5\ion with his Specifick, which is to be taken inward- 
ly. And whether there be, or be not, fome one Lotion 
in tlie PolTcllion of fome Per/on or other, that will of it 
lelf, fafely and cffedually cure a freOi Clap, and that 
with Certainty • fare I am, there are feveral Liquors, that, 
being externally m'd, are of very great Service in frefh 
Claps ; and not in them only, but in the other Stages of 
this l^ifeafe too : And the bed that I know of, and of 
which 1 have had above 20 Years Experience, is that 
which I call, 

Liquor A^edicamentojm : The Medicinal Liquor. 

This Liquor (whatever fome Other may do) will not, 
tbat 1 know of, by any JJJe that can be made of it, 
either of it fclf cure a Gap, or prejerve any One from all 
manner of Ujfiry by the Fenereal Infe^iion, who (Ball 
boldly adventure to come where it is to be met witli : 
But 1 know, by^ manifold Experience, that if the Ex- 
ternd Tarts (of either Sex ) pertaining to Generation, be 
•pnai^'d and hath'd therewith hot prefentJy, or as loon as 
may be, even altho' that be not of fome Days, after 
an unpuie Coition, and that three or four Times a Day, 
for a few Days it will (generally fpcaking) effedually 
prevent and preferve from many of the moli troublcfome 
Symptoms of a O.ap, viz. fmlling and pfirfing up of the 

EoresUu 
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Poreshn of the Tard, an oivz,ing of A^atter from under 
the Foreskin, Sores, Breakings-out, Shanhrs, Venered 
Warts, &c. and will alfo" very much help forwards an 
efte(5lual Cure to be perform'd by proper Internal Reme- 
dies. And indeed thofe InfeElions received by kftful Dal- 
liance^ without Penetration ; by Penetration without 
EmiJJion of Seed ; or by fuffering a Woman to befmcar 
the Tard with the infe6^ious Filth of her own Body, (and 
the Truth is, when a Man (hall firfl: lacivioufly handle 
the Privy-Parts of an infedlcd Woman, and, whilft his 
Hand (hall continue »?of/? with the Filth of her Body, 
fhall handle, tub, and chafe his own Privy-Ademhers, he 
may thereby effedually Pox himlelf) in any of thefe 
Cafes, the InfeUion being lodg'd chiefly in the Pores of 
the External Skin, the Cure can't be fpeedily and well 
perform'd, without the Ufe of this, or fbme other Ex- 
ternal Remedy ; with which, in all fuch Cajes^ thofe Parts 
ought to be often and well bath'd hot. Women, who, 

fuckling Pocky Children, fliall have their Breafis infed- 
ed young Children, injur'd by the Steams of the Bodies 
of Pocky Narfes j and thofe who, hy lying in the fame 
Bed, &c. fhill have received the InfeUion by the cuticu- 
lar Pores, ought to be often hath'd therewith, where-ever 
they fhall find any Pimples, Pujlpiles, Breakings-out, &c, 
Th€f whofe Momhs and throats fhall be afieded with 
Venereal Sores, Ulcers, &c. may mix Honey of Rafes with 
it, to fweeten it (otherwiife it is better by it felf ) and 
ufe it for a Gargle. And, indeed, as a Lotion, it has 
not (that I know of) its Equal ( in Venereal Cafes ) on 
Earth. And that it will do great Service (us'd as above 
dircded) in preventing the External ill EffeBs of a Ve- 
nereal InfeBion, may be jufily infcrr'd from its effe6tually 
curing venereal Pimples, Pu{}ules, Scabs, Breakings-out, &c. 
whenever they iTiall happen in any Part of thc Body, 
and even after they fhall have continu'd for a long 
Time. But then they'l foon return, if their Cmfe be 
not remov'd by other Means. The Virtues of this Li- 
quor, in Cafes that are nor Venereal, are as foliovvs, w's:, 

I. Old Sores and JJlcers being, Morning and Evening,

z fhort Time, be mred. In theie Cafes it far excels Bal- 
famsy Plaifiers, &c. 

2. It frees the FacCj and other Parts of the Body, from 
Wvrm in the Skin, and cures the Itchings, Pmples, 
fiifinles, and Breakwgs-ow, occafion'd by them ; by only 
lathing the Places aftected therewith hot, twice or thrice 
a-Day, for feme Tjme. 

3. It frees Childrens Heads from Scarfs Dandrif, and 
Lice; the Head being, but twice or thrice (ui all) bath'd 
with it hot. It alfo deftroys Crab-Lice^ the Places they 
infett being alfo hath'd with it hot, 

4. It cures moft Sorts of Scabs, TettafS, Ring-Kornts, 
white fcaly BreaUngs-om, and other Defilemnts of tlie Skin^ 
which it renders vi'hite, Jmooth, and Joft; by only bath- 
ing with it hot, twice or thrice a-Day, and for about a 
Quarter of an Hour at a Tirne.

* be not well carry 'd off, before the Rmning is taken 
away, or any ^firingents m'd to ftop it, there will be

But, fbme Perfons may be apt to 
lay, if he alTerts it will ahnoft ahays do luch Cures^ as, 
in Truth, it will vtiy jeldom or never do, Peopie will be 
difappomted : Andj lay I, what then ? If One be dif- 
appoinred, Another- won't know it 1 No Remedy (as he 
has told u?) is altogether infallible, zndtvcty dij appointed 
Perfon v/ili prcfume, that altho' it did not cure him, 
yet It has certainly cnred Multitudes of Others, tho' he 

neither 
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neither knows ifibow, rvhen^ nor roherel But however 
thcfe Matters be, the Little Remedy \s nm, not only ho- 
nour 'd with the Title of a Specifid, but is, in all Re- 
fpec^s, rcprefentcd as a Compleat Specifuk for the Secret 
Difeafe : It cures that Difei^fe, as the lace Editions of the 
Fra^ical Scheme affirm, in every State and Degree there- 
of at all Times, in all Places., in all Perfons^ and in a 
fe» D<i;y; Time, as well as if no inch Thing had ever 
been. This is the Charatin (as is fuHkiently known) 
that the given-amy-Books now report of tlie Specifisk 
Remedy ; only they refer to the DireUions leal d up with 
it, for the exadt Method (Ed. i6. p. i6. ) of vatyingy 
ordering, taking, and ajjljiing it, in performing the Cure» 
Which Diretlions I will prefent you with next ; that 
you may fee what a compleat Harmony and Agreement 
there is between the Account in the PraBical Scheme, and 
the feal'd up DireUions about the Specifick's, anfwerin.c; 
ALL Intentions of Cure, without taking ANY Thing eljfe 
(in a COMMON Qap, at leaft) in a FEW Days Time, 
without SLIP-SLOPS of Phyfick, Sufpicion, Confinement^ 
or telling One's Cafe to any One j and this too with 
Pleafure, Eafc, Safety, &c. Bat as the PraUical Scheme 
has undergone fixteen Imprefflons, fo the DireEiion-PaperSy 
for the Ufe of the Specifick, have been reprinted, I be- 
lieve, almoft (if not altogether) as often, and every 
Time, as near as I can obferve, with Alterations. Some 
that I have feen, contain'd I2 Pages, Others but 8 ; 
Some with an Appendix, and Others without. Tiiat which 
1 (hall trankribe from, confirts only of 8 Pages, with- 
out any Appendix and was (as I know by a Marginal 
CorreEliott, with the Pen) priiUed at the Time the ele- 
venth Edition of the PraUical Scheme w^as given away j 
when, it muft be own'd, our Author had had Time 
enough to corre<Sl and amend thclc DireUions, by put- 
ting in, or leaving out, what to himfelf feem'd necef- 
fary.

Remarks.'] Here is a fufScicilt Proof, that this Remedy 
is only a Gdenicd Mixture, and not a 0)ymcd ExtrnEi, 
as our Author (Ed. "^th, 6tii, and 7th, p. 63.) boalHngly 
pretends : For, a Chymicd ExtraB b, in all itS Parts, 
Hmwgene^ and wants no liirring together, as Gdenicd 
Mixtures do. Our Anhor, in the Place cited, intimates 
that his Specificl confiHs of Fegetd)le and Minerd ln2re- 
Aients; which I believe to be true enough : For altho' he 
has not fitd /?<?//. Cafiv, Qlocynth. and A/er. D. or Cdomel. 
are Part of the Qfyipofttion, yet, I think, any Man skill'd 
in Medicines may cafily difcom thofe three Ingredients 
in it ; and Aderctiry, in foft Mixtures, always iubfideg 

- and lies, as he fays, hardifh at the Bottom of the Pot. 

■ ■ Direkions.'] Take the Quantity of a large Pea, Morn- 
ing and Night, or as much as will give 3 or 4 Stools in 
24 Hours; ?nd if this Qnantity gives more than 3 or 4 
Stooh in 24 Hour?, then take lefsj or not fo often of it, 
<as for Example, only Morning or Night) for more 
Stools are not requifite, but fatigue iht Patient xoomuch ; 
and if you find it too much, or incCnvenient to take it 
fo often, you may mifs now and then a Day. When- 
ever you rake it, you may go ^im«i indeed, but liiil 

- better if > ou keep your felf moderately warm at Hme 5 
and be fure, if you can, get a Draught or two of warm 
■ Broth, PoJJet-Drink, Grml, or fome fuch Thing, fome 

Time after it. During your Illnefs, don't be let Blood, 
nor ufe any great Exercife, but abiiain as much as you 
can from Dancing, Riding, Running, J»»iping, &e.. »n& 
live regular, but efpeeially Chafit ; ior to inflame the 
Blood, up the Humours, and increafe the Malignity 
by fatt Living, whilrt the Pcrfon is under Cure, is to 
undo with One Band what is done *yith the Mer, and 
-js the Reajon why fo few are Cured, Ahfi ain {iqxi\ all 
Sdt and jpiced Meats, (Inng, p!e, SOUR, SHARP, 
n^ddijtilU Liquors, as Stont, Punchy Brandy, and. fuch 
like* But the more you drink of i«ft, fmaU> .foiooth 

, Liquors, 
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Liquors, fuch as Milk, Milk and Water, (warm'd a 
little in very cold Weather) Whey, Broths, (efpecially if 
plenty of Turnips are boil'd therein, which arc very 
good for you) Gruel, Barhy-Water, Sage, Green, ot in- 
deed any Sort of Tea, (but Fohea Tea is beft for you) 
Mili-Cojfee, 0c. or indeed any thing that has Milk in 
it the better, for which Reafon Milk-Pottage, MilJ^- 
Cofee, and Tea, and fuch like Things with Mili in 
them, are very good for you. But efpecialjy during 
your Heat of tfrine. Drink plentifully as often as you 
can any of the aboverhention'd Things,* becaufe the 
plentiful drinking of tfiefe fwall, foft, fmcoth Liquors, 
not only dilutes and mfhes the Blood, but alfo hhnts and 
corrects the Jharp acred Particles of the Urim, from 
whence proceeds the Uneafinefs in making it, and fo 



this for a general Rule, that the more you make Water, 
the better it is for you : And indeed we find by Expe- 
rience, that great Drinkers of any of the abovemention'd 
Things, always make a great deal of Urine. Gentlemen 
may drink now and then with Moderation, a Glajs of 
good mellow^ foft, fmooth Wine, fuch as White Lisbon. 
The Breach of any of thefe Articles is fo entirely oppo- 
fite to your Cure, that it will retard it more in one Day, 
than the bell ot Remedies can forward it perhaps .in a 
Month. ^ 
Reff^arks.'] Om Authoi'sSpecifick, you fee, requires the 
fame i^f^iwpw other moderate do ; that is, that 

Care be taken not to catch CM, fomething drank warm 
wliiHi it operates, &c. So that here is no extraordina- 
ry Privacy. Our yfathorJ Dire^ions about Diet, Exercife, 
&c. zbovc tranfctib'd, being (tho' proper, yet) not very 
diftinft and plain, I fhall here fet down my own 
Thoftghts on thit SubjeSl : i. In a Clap^ whilft the Perfon 
takes Purgative Phyftck, in order to remove the InfeUion, 
a moderate fpare Diet (houM be oblerv'd j and which 
ought to con\\i\ of Things Succulent and eafy of Di- 
gefiion-, fuch as boil'd Feal, Lamh, Mutton, Beef, (not 
much falted) Poa/fyy, RahHts, £tcih Fijh, Broath, uvl 
Waiter-Gruel, efpecially that With Cmrms boil'd in it. 
As to Drink, Smdl-Beer, Qat-Ale, 4'e, Ale-Purl ; of

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But the hep of Liqmrs m a Clap is good Me^d, or 
■^^ethcgUn : Coffee^ fea^ and Chocolate^ are not at all in- 
■^urious. 2. Vyhen- tlie InfeUion is reniov'd, and Medi-^ 
j^inej ^xc taken in order to cure the Weeping, and bring 
/tHe] weakened P<^rf^ to their due Tone ; a more drying 
Diet (if it may conveniently be had) iliould be us'd ; 
Meat Roa/Icd, rattier than that which is boil'd, is to be ' 
cholen; bqtjOnly the kanep Part thereof eatcn^ fat 
Meat and Bmier. being no\v very injurious but Cheeje 
is not fo : Strong Broths, Jellies, are very proper ; 
fo are (for poor People) Neeti Feet, Trotters, 6 'c, rpoft 
(jardm-jiHff, '^n^ Fruits, eaten in Quantity, are inju- 
rious: almonds ciudi Raifons ar^ very good'xn any Time 
of the Cure ; and the of Tobacco cannot be hurtful. 
If you diiak any Pmch, take care it be genuine, not 
very ftrong, and that you drink not too , much of it. 
'Towards the End of the Cure,. Red Wine, \n Moderation, 
need not be dreaded. But. throughout the Cure, Meats 
that are very fat, as z\[o\Bmer; all Eatables o( har4 
Vige/lion • as allb Stale Beer., Brandy, and all Jharp and 
hot Liquors ought to be .ayoidjcd. Yet have 1 cured 
forae HHndred.s of, P erf on s, ^mlio^ throughout 4II the 
Time of their, Cwf? kept, in all tlefpe£ls (Tempernnce 
and Sobriety bdng cbferv'd) to their ufual Ways of Eat- 
ing and Drinking. 3. He that has a C/<?p upon him, 
ought to be very cautious of engaging in any violent 
Exerdje ; firfi, hccmk it mottrelaxes and malens the 
fms from w(iei)ce the Fleeting, flows, increafes the to- 
ning, and thereby retards the/ Care ; it being polTible 
that violent Exercije iliould (as itYometimes dpes) bring 
a Running on Aden, and tlie yi^httes on Women, fhews 
this to be true. Secondly, ridlent Excrcije puts all the 
Fkids in the ^o^jinto a more brjsk Motion than they ^ 
Would otherwife tte in, whereby tlie InfeUion is the 
fooner difpexs'd all the Body jover, and a Confin^'d Pvx 
Occafion'd ; yet, _ of all Exercife, that of a Venereal 
Rencounter is, during a Man's having a Clap, of moft 
pernicious Con fequence. But 'after a fevere Courfe of 
Phyfick for a Confirm'' d Pox, moderate Bx;ercife 'm the' 
C^umtry y^/r, js very ferviceable ; becaule it induces at 
Fermentation in the Blood, and affiHs in bringing it. to its 
dije Order and TiXtwe, ip yvhich |)rincipally Health 
' cdnfiflVo 
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cbnfiftsil '4 Whereas many Perfons^ under the A^isfor* 
tune of this difgraceful and pernicious Dijeaje, (eipccial- 
ly modeft Women injur'd by their Hmbmds J arc very 
apt to be penjive^ thoughtful, meUncholly, and dejScd j I 
muft inform them, that keeping themfelves in fuch an 
Vneaftnefs of Mind, and Tear of never being well cwredy 
is very much to their Prejudice, and hinders the Cure. 

DireUions.'] For the more eafy taking the Remedy, the 
beft Way is, to put a little of any Sort of Syrup, as of 
Marfh'Mallovpi, Poppies, &c, into a Spoon ; ( but the 
very beft Syrup of all, without Difpute, for this Vfe, 
is S^rup of Buckthorn, to be had at any Apatkecary^ for 
^d. an Ounce) then to put about the Quantity of a 
large Pea of the Remedy (which, if you will, you may 
firtt wrap up in Leaf-Gold,^ a Wafer, Skin of a Codlin, or 
a Raifon, or any fuch Thing) into a Spoon, and put a 
little more Syrup over it, and fo fUp it off, and youl 
not tafte it. 

Remarks,'] According to this BireElion, any Pills and 
"Bxikss may be pretty eafiJy gotten down- ^ Our Author 
prefers Syrup of Buckthorn, bccaufe tfiat, being a Purga- 
tive, will afilH the Spccifick, which ought to be taken in 
fomething that is pleafant, or other wiic be Well wrap'd 
up ; for the BalJ. Cap. and Colocynthis (commonly call'd. 
Bitter Apple ) render it a more difagreeable Bitter than 
cither Aloes, or Soot ; therefore not diledtable to be 
tafted. 

DxreWxms?^ Bathing and Sweating are good through- ' 
out the whole Cure* 

Remarks.'] The Ufe^ of Bathing, and Sweating, and 
Purgatives, ail at one Time, and that for curing a Clap^ 
certainly never was the Advice of a Phyfician. But pro- 
bably our Author does it to avoid Sufpicion, Confinement, 
(^c. However, after the Infe^iion of a virulent Gonorrhea . 
is off, theU/e of the Cold Bath, zx\& Bathing in Cold 
Water, in a due Time of Year, is beneficial. 

DireBions,'] I could have feal'd up with the Specific^ 
Remedy feveral of thofe little. Things which 1 (hall here- 
. after prefcribe; but they being to be us'd foon after 
they are made up, (or el fe they will lolc a great deal of 
their Virtue) and it being uncertain how long they 
may lie in the Shop unfold, 1 thought (fijice the Charge

of them is not great) it the honefleft Way, by far, to 
write down here the faithful Receipts of them, and fo 
let the Patient get them made up frejh, and then theyl 
be as effe«5tual again, to what they would have been, 
liad they been feal'd up with the Remedy ^ and lain for 
Ibmc Time unfold in the Shop, "Whenever therefore I 
fhall here prefcribe any Thing to be taken by the Pa- 
tient, my Meaning is, that he write out the Frefcription 
from this little BooJi, ( for which lleafon I fhall take 
care to explain my felf clearly) and call in at any Apo- 
thecarys Shop in his Walks, as he goes about his Bufmefs, 
and mew them the Paper which^ he has writ cut, and 
they'll make up theThing for him prefently, withotit any 
more ado, for a fmall Charge, and never know what 
Ufe the Buyer defigns it for.

the Patient, Cfoftly and hlufhing^J Pray, Sir, rvhm may 
it be for, fays the 'Pothecary, C/l^ring hfm hard in the 
Face? J Make it up, make it up. Sir, fays the Patient, 
turning his Head another Way, drawing his Hat over kis 
Byes, and fmaring ( to himfelf) the 'Pothecary is a cm- 
ning Dog, and has ceitainly JmolCd the Matter. At 
length, the Receipt is made up, and delivered by the" 
'Pothecary with a Smile ; and received by our Patient (if 
he be a Mon of any A^edefyj with a Bhpy, and au; 
afteited demure Countenance: And being once got 
fafe out of the Shop, he faears he'll not come in that 
Street any more of a Month, when, God mt, he may 
have another Errand of the fame Sort to go on in 24 . 
H9urs Time. The Specific^ Remedy, and Powders, cur 
Mor fliys, Yf'iM keep gocd fome Tmrs : But Mr. Level

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fay?, when he fold this Specifid Remedy, its Author us'd 
to come almoft every Day to bis Shop to change thtPots^ 
becaufe the Medicine would ferment and fpm oat. An 
excellent Cmpo/kioit to be carry 'd to the Eafi and Wej^ 
Indies^ as its Ai^hor (Ed. i6. p. 26.) fays it may be ! 
And in St. James's Evening Po/^^ July 12, 171 6, 'he fays 
a. Che/t fill I of it (believe him if you can) was lent for, 
and accordingly fent to JS/erv Tork I Note, A very final 1 
0)<y?, at his Price-, will hold icoco/. Worth. But tliat 
Part of the Original Compofuion which caus'd it to fer- 
ment, is (I believe) now left out ; fo that it will keep 
much, longer in Order.

BireEliom.'] You may buy a Syringe at any Pexeterers 
for %d.

Rewards.'] Suppofe the Patient be a Woman, muft (he 
ask for a Man's Syringe too ? Or, muft (he not ask for 
a. Wmh Syringe f Befides, fcould the Pemerer happen to 
have a little more Senfe than his Syringes, would he not 
certainly guefs what life thefe Syringes are to be put to ? 
Our Author lias many pretty Ways to prevent Sn^fidon* 

Direciions.J To make the Lotion mentioned in the 
Pi-apical Scheme ; mix well the Lotion Porpder^ , the whole 
Pot of it, in a Pint of Spring Water, in a Bott/e, and 
fbake the Sottie very well always before you ufe ir. 
Warm it always Blood-mrw before you ufe it, which 
you may do primely in year Chamber in a little Tin 
Saucer over a Candle^ And if you put a Spoonful or 
two of Brandy to the Pint, it will be ftill the better ; 
warm alio Milk always before you in;e6t it. Don't be 
afraid of Syringing your felf ; for it will be fo far from 
hurting you, that you'll not even feel it, when you 
fquirt the Liqmr into your private Parts ; keep the Li^ 
qmr in as long as you can. 1 he beft Tin Siuce-pan for 
your IJJe, is inch an One as Ntirfa warm Childrcns Pap 
in, and to be bought for 2d. at any Tin-pyop, So thac 
any GenthtKan may, after he is retir'd at Night from

However, probably ycu may find 
much Eaje and Pleajure in the Vfe on't> avoid Slip- 
Slops, Sufpicion-) &c. 

Dire6iions.'] If you have a Running, tye two Tapes to 
two Corners of a Handkerchief, and tye it about your 
Middle under your Shirty to prevent being diicover'd by 
your foul Linnen, 

Remarks,'] If you be and not a little lazy, fii* 
flead of tying the Japes and Handkerchief to^Qtbcx, you'll 
fitch them. 

DireHions.'] If there be Occafwn to apply any BaJjam 
or PUiHer to your private Parts, you bad belt get a 
Piece of Leather, made like the Finger of a Glove, with 
a Hole in it to make Water through, and keep it on over 
all, ty'd by two Strings round your Warte. 

Remarks.] Here feems almoli as much Bufile, as if no 
Specifick was concerned in the Cfire. 

Direeiions.'] Throughout the WHOLE Cure, what- 
ever Stage your Condi don belong to, you muli be fure to 
keep the Urinary Pajfage open ; for the more you make 
Water, the better, eipecially during your Heat of Urine ! 
Jn order to which, take a Tea Spoonful Of this Diure- 
tick Powder 3 or 4 Times a-Day, in a Clajs of Milk, 
Whey, Spring-Water, or Wine and V^ater nnix'd and 
fweeten'd Yiiih. Sug^r. The Portder is this; 
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Take Sal Prunella 5 Drams, vitrolated Tartar i Dram, 
both in fine Powder, and mix'd together. 

It v/ill coft you three Pence : Or, rather than fail, 
only Salt of Prmella , alone. But above any thing, if

Blcfs us I Were we not told the Sped fid, 
in any common Qap would, without taking ANY 
Thing elfe, anlwer ALL the Intentions of Cure f Now 
we are directed tomake a Drini to cool, eafe Pain, cieanfe 
the Urinary Pajjage, and carry oft. the A/fj/i^wi/jf / And 
what then will remain for the Specifick to do ? But, let's 
iee wliat this mott excellent Djink is. 

J)ir.eitions^ Take Damask-Rofe Water a Pint, re- 
ctify 'd Spirit of Wine two Ounces, Oyl of Sul- 
phur, and Oyl of Vitriol^ of each once Ounce and 
St Quarter, Spirit of Salt cine Ounce. Mix them. 
'Twill coft about 18//. . -/^ .■-•i'l' . . 

Keep this Mixture in a Bottle, to ufe in the Manner 
following : Take of this Mixture an Ounce, or an Ounce 
and Half, (which I reckop is about two Spoonfuls ;J put 
it into a Quart o^ Spring Water, mix them wtil together, 
^nd tafte It : It it is of a Sharpnefs grateful enough tc» 
drink, 'tis well ; but if 'tis too fharp, put a little more

this Difeaf^, In the Beginning (too) of thefe DireEUmi, 
tie ftii6% forbids the drinking any jharp and four Li-

DireBions.'] BireEiions for the fecond Stage, 

You muft firlt proceed as juft now ordcr'd for the 
firtt Stage, 'till the Matter that runs is become perffdly 
white, ropy, ^.nd. glutinous, which will be in a few Days, 
if the iJireUions here prefcrib'd be but pundtually ob- 
ferv'd, and then the Specifick Remedy need not be taken 
fo often : and if the Running be not entirely gone, you 
murt take this following Jelly, but not before the Aia- 
Hgnity is well carry d oft : For after a Perfon has been 
duly cleans'd of all InfeUion and Malignity, fometimcs 
there will remain, from the WeakneJ's of the Parts, a 
fmall Gleet and Rmning, which if you think to take 
entirely away by Purging, you may almoft as loon

24 or 30 Hours, ftrain it thrc«gh a Cloth ; it will 
be thick like Fminity : Then put into it half a 
Pound of Loaf - Sugar in Powder, grate in one 
whole Nutmeg ; then mix, Oir, and beat it very 
well togetiier, and keep it in a Gally-pot. 

Take about Hdf a Spoonful at a Time, every 3 or 4 
Hours : 'Tis extraordinary pleafant to take, being jutt 
the fame, in a Manner, as Hans-horn, or other fine 
Jellies. This will corroborate and jirengthm all the 
weaken'd Seed Vefjels, and take away entirely the Gleet, 
and is fo pleafant and pretty a Thing to take, and fo 
cheap and eafy to make, that no Perfon can find any 
Fault with it: It will cofi you about 18^. Make it 
up your felf privately. 

Remarks?^ In the PraElical Scheme we were told. That 
ONE innocent Thing, the Specifick Remedy, without 
taking ANY other Thing, would anfwer MX.

Jeafe, is the Vi)latile Salt of Vipers, taken to the Quan- 
tity of 10 or 12 Grains every Morning and Night, when 
yon do not take the SpeciBck Remedy, in a Glajs of Sack j 
it gives the S^?ck a Flavour but no It will fc/? 

about 30J. an 0«»cf. Then, fays he, (in the above" 
mention'd old Directions, p. 8.) if the Rnnning be not

'Tis the moft certain Thing in the World, for all 
Vmacd Wkealsy Sbanhrs, Ptijiuks, Pimples, Frettings, 
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Ramejfes, or other fuch BreMngs-mti. Renew it two 
or three times a Day privately your felf. 'Twill coft 
you about %d. or 9 A. But if there be only an /«- 
flammation. Swelling, and Cor dee, w^ithoat any fuch lit- 
tle Pimples, Wheals, or Fpffiules broke out as juli oow 
mention'd, then get /^jj following Mixture made up. 

Take the beft Bole Armenkk in fine Powder one 
Ounce, Camphire in Powder a Dram and half. 
Brandy or Spirit of Wine enough to make it into 
an Ointment. 

Lay fome of it on a Bit o^ Linnen Rag over the In- 
ftumtKatton, and renew it as often as 'tis dry. 'lis a moft 
adminble good Thing, ond will not fail, I affure you, 
'Twill coft about a^d. Whilrt you have this Infiamma- 
tion, Sorencfs, and Cordee, ycu mult v/afh often the Part, 
firrt with warm Mili, or rather three or four times a 
Day hold it a while in warm A^ilk, and fyringe itfir/t 
with A'JUk, and then with the Lotion.

Take Virginia Snake Root in Powder half an Ounce, 
Zedoaty Root in Powder two Drams, Saffron half 
a Dram ; Powder of Vipers, and volatile Salt of 
Vipers, of each two Drams ; Oil of Amber, and 
Camphire in Powder, of each a Dram^ Venice 
Treacle an Ounce : Make them into an Eleduaiy 
with Syrup of Coral. 

Of this EleVmary you mufi: take the jQuamity of a large 
JSltitmeg Morning and Night every Day ; 'twill not 
purge, but ftrike at the Blood to rectify it. Now, al- 
tho" I preicribe this EleUuary for this Stage ; yet, if a- 
ny Pcribii would but take of it now and then in the 
other Stages, 'twould perform Wonders in their Cure j 
as alfo -aiter all Cures of Claps for Security Sake, leaft 
the Bkod may be infected. . . 

At fome convenient Dijiance, as two or three tmics 
a Weei, you iBuft take of the Specifick Remedy,^ to carry 
off the Infection, which the julf now mention'd Electu- 
ary will throw out. of the Blood and J dices ; fo that 
Ai L tlje Venereal Taint will foon yield to this Electaa- 
r-' and tfie Specifick Remedy. But this \ mention for 
' thofe 
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tfiofe who are plcas'd to ufe it j not as abfolutcly lie- 
cefTary, but ad meliHs effe ; becaufe 'tis pretty dear, hut'

cup. As to J4ntimomal Emetic ks, (of which his "vomi- 
ting Powder is affuredly one Kind) he formerly (Ed. 5th, 
6th, 7th, p. 21) told us, (tho' fooliflily and falfely) 
that any co/r.mm Fomits will do as much Good', and that 
they are as nice Things as can be to hx the Diftermer on 
the Lmgs, and ruin the Patient, But our Autmr then 
wrote about another Man's Antimonial V owits, not his 
own. As to [lis Fipcrine EleUmry.. Jind volatile Salt of 
Vipers^ they are infallibly very mhle Medicines for Hyjle-. 
rick Fits, Vapours, Melancholy^ and on fome other Occa- 
fions ; but not, lb far as I know, or fee any Reafon to 
believe, in removing and carrying o&.X.\\tFemm and 
Infeciion of either a Pox or Clap. However, our Au' 
tkor has given fo very great a Chara^er of them, and 
their ftupendious EffeEis in Fenered Cafes, in Conjun- 
ction with his Specffick Remedy, that it muft be a little 
furprizing to oblerve him Jlyly giving them both the 
Drop, and fubftitiiting Another (and as he now pretends) 
a better Medicine in their Place. In the 14th, i«)th, 
arid i6th Editions of his PraElicd Scheme, (but never be^ 
fore) he tells us of an Elixir for broken Conflitutions ; 
^nd in the DireEiions leaKd up, fmce that Time, with 
his Specffick Remedy, he, in the DireElions for the third, 
Stage o£ tht Dijeafci recommends, as formerly, the Ufe 
of three Papers of Emetici Porfder, directs how they are

Tlius you fee our Anhor has, in his late DireUions, 
attributed to his new Elixir the very fame Virtues he, in 
his former Directions, attributed to the Viperine EleBua- 
ry, and the volatile Salt of Vipers : And that his Elixir 
is iicither Viperine^ nor of the Nature either of Vipers 
or their volatile Salt, is very plain from his affirminp^, 
, in the 14th, I5tb, and i6th Editions of his PraEiical 
Sckeffie, (p. 27) that it contains in its felf the Virtues of 
mott Diet-Drinks, ^ brr uglit by Chymijiry into a fmall 
Compafs J and his owning in the DireHions for its Vje, 
that it IS gently purgative, and will give two or three 
Stools in 24 Hours. Now, Vipers and their volatile Salt' 
are Things^ not us^d in Diet-Drinks, neither are they, or 
our Authors Viperine EleUnary^ at all purgative. How 
then comes it about, that our Authors new Elixir, 
which he ovv'ns to be purgative, and to be extra6^:ed from 
fuch Ingredients as imolt Diet-Drinh are compos'd of, 
which are GHaj(icHm, Sarfafr(if, Sarfaparilla, ^c. fo exaii- 
ly to correfpond in its Nature, Qualities, and Efficacy 
m Venereal Cafes, nhh the Viperine Ele^uary, and the 
volatile Salt of Vipers, as that our Juthor (hould recom- 
mend That to the World now, for the fame Purpofes he 
formerly recommended the EleUuary of Vipers, and their 
volatile Salt, and that in almoR the very fame Words? 
1 know of but, One Way by which this Matter can be 
rationally accounted for, and That a very plain and 

homely 
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homely 0»f, namely, on a Suppo/itm,lHhT ouji ^^hor 
always puts down what comes uppermort, without 
concerning himfelf whether it be fr»e or falfe : AL* 
WAYS provided it may fcrve his prefent Purpofe, and 
be (in his Conceit J for his Advantage. 

And now I conceive the principal Part of my Titk 
Page is efteClually made good : The Seem Difeafe in its 
three feveral Stages and Degrees has been (tho' not very 
regularly, yet) plainly defcrib'd ; and the Spedfick Reme- 
dy^ which has of late /•«rfr/ fo many with £^/e, 
.Certainty -i Privacy^ and Expedition j withoiit Slip-Jlops 
of Phyfickj Sufpicion, Confinement, &c. AS RELAl ED 
in the PraBicd Scheme of the Secret Difeafe, dedicated to 
Dr. Paul CharAerlaine, h.iS lierein been dijcover d and 
made known. My Meaning is, That the faid Specifick Re- 
mcdjy by what has been liere wrote about it, is effeclu- 
ally difcover'd snd made known (in my Opinion J to be

' World, I muft here tell my Reader^ that this Specifick 
* Remedy is that Medicine which the famous Dr. Wall 
' was continually hankering after? and aim'd at j and

* and find out ,• and offcr'd a great Sam of Money for, 

* but could never get it. At laft he made up a certain 

* Medicine 'n Imitation of it, which, for a long Time, 

* had a prodigiMus Rm in the World, by HIS I<lame, at 
' a Gmnea l^iicc : And altho' it was only a weak fade 
' Rejimblance of this, being only to it what a Beam of 

* the Sun is to the Sun it felf, a iinall Rivttlct to its Fom- 

* tain^ or a Shadow to its Suhftance ; yet he got a cjeat 

* Reputation by it, and a certaui InjeElien he us'd with it.* 
All this fhews there is a very coniidcrable Likenefs be- 
tween our-^«f/7or J admirable Specifid, and Dr Wairs fa- 
mous Medicine ; the One is made in Imitation of the Other, 
which is in reality the Counterfeit^ let them fay that can ; 
and let Others tkinh But c ur learned Author has given 
"us a little more Light into the Matter, in the «)th, 6th, 
and 7th Editions of the Pra&cal Scheme, (p. 50.) in thcfe 
Words, t'it.. ' Of all the Methods of Cure for this Difiem- 

* per ever yet proposed by ANY, (even the famous 
' WALL bimfelf, whofe Secret I have in Manufcript by 

* me, and which upon COMPARING them together, 

* I am convrnc'd does not come near it) few are eafier 

* than this.' Now from this Paffage it is very plain, that 
-our Author s Secret^ and Dr. Wall's Secret are (tho* not 
altogether the fame, yet) VERY much ALIKE : For, 
otherwife cur Author needed not to have compared their 
feveral Receipts together in order to determine which of 
them is the befl Medicine, as you fee he acknowledges 
he has done. And that our inquiGtive and learned 
Author may in Truth have got Dr. Wall's Secret by him 
in Manujcripty is probable enough from his having, in 
fome Editions of his TraElical Scheme^ referred to the 2d 
Edition of Dr* Cockburns late Treatife of a Gonorrhea, 
where (p. 1 57.) _ the Receipt of Dr. Wall's Secret^ call'd 
his Ekiimry, is in Print, and is as follows :

Take Pulp of Caflla frefli drawn two Ounces, Bal- 
Ikm of Capyvi one Ounce, fweet Mercury, Crabs 
Eyes prcpar'd, and Salt Prunel, of each one Dram, 
volatile Salt of Amber four Drams, and make them 
into an Electuary with Syrup of Marfli-Mallows. 
Let the Patient take the Quantity of a large Nut- 
meg of it twice or thrice a Day. 

With this EleUmry Dr. Wall is faid to have got Repw 
t Alien, and an Eftate^ : But he did not (for I was pcrfo- 
nally acquainted with him) pretend this EleUmry to be 

Specific k for any State or Degree of the Secret Dijeafe : 
He, as he faw, or thought, proper, us'd other Medi- 
cines to remove and carry off the InfeUion, and Maligni" 
ty of the Difiemper : Notwithftanding which, that he 
might oblige his Patients (the beft Way to get Money 
and Credit J with a more than ordinary fpeedy C»re, he 
fo frequently made Ufe of this his Baljamick EleUuary^ 
before it was really proper, and (as out y4uthor' fiys) q( a 
certain InjeSlion, as that (long before he dy'd) he was 
more talked of for poxing his clap'd Patients, than he 
was at firft for curing them in kfs Time than other 
Men did. But this EleUHoryy we arc to fuppofe, (and. 
that truly enough) is only like our Authors rare Specifick, 
and is not the very fame Thing. 

But in the Year 171 2, one Mr. Woodman, who writes 
himielf FraBitioner in Phyficiy and Surgery, publiQi'd a 
TraEl, entitled, Medicm Nsyvijfmw j or, the Modern 
Phy(icians in which he treats of 2l Gonorrhoea', and having 
fet down the Receipts of a Variety of Medicines for its 
Cure, at length (p. 502.) he fets down the Receipt of an 
EUB^itry, communicated (he (ays) to him by an Ancient 
PraBttioner ; and an AbflraB of what he lays of this 
his Old Friends Medicine, is, That that ONE Medicine. 
had cw(d (everal Claps and Gonorhaa's; IT (fays he) 
anfwers ALL Intentions of Cure j IT takes off the Ma- 
lignity ; IT is a Diuretick j (that is, works chiefly by 
Urine J IT fuddenly takes oft a Heat of Urine • IT heals ; 
IT (irengthens ; and IT afiringes (that is, takes away) 
the Ruming ; (whfch is compleating the Care J IT may 
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be Garry'd in the Patient's Pocket ; IT works fo eafily 
and, gently, that .neither the Patient's Countenmcey nor 
Manner of Livings can betray him to be under fuch 
Ctrctitnlf^nces to the neareft or Friend lie converfes 

with ' Thus Mr. WooAman. And out Author^ as you 
jnay fee by turning XoPagez^, 2p, of this Book, has us'd 
the very fame Words and yhrafes, in giving f at firft J an 
Account of what he pretends his Specifick will do. Be- 
jfides, Mr. Woodman (as our Author in fome of his feard 
up VireBions has done) recommends, as proper through- 
cut the whole Cure, a drying Diet-Brink, &c. So that I 
firmly believe our Author, in giving an Account of the 
Virtms of: [ixs Specificlk, laid lAt.Woodmans Book before 
liim, and (facile eji invemis adderej enlarged on. what 
.fie there found faid by Mr. Woodman of his Ancient 
Pra(^itioner's i're/mp^/<)»,takingCare always to thruftin, 
with Exemplifications, whatever material and fignificant 
Words and Phrafes Mr. Woodman had us'd ; and that, 
having' compleated his own Account from Mr. Woodman's 
as a Paii&n, he got a Quantity of Mr. Woodman s Ele- 
Bmry, m2idc up by fome Apothecary, put it himfelf pri- 
vately into fmall G^/Zyfo^^, caird it the Specifick Remedy, 
and left it, with Papers of DireEiions for its U/e, at the 
Shops to be fold. However, I will now fet down the 
Receipt 0^ Mr. Woodjfim's EleUmry^ aiid which you may, 
if you fo pleafe, entitlf,

This Receipt and Dr. Wall's (as our Author fuggefis his 
and Dr. FF^t/Z's docs) agree in the principal Ingredients of 
the Medicine-, and confequently they cannot be widely 
different in their Virtues and Eflcacy. I am, indeed, a 
little furpriz'd, that Mr, Wood?Km, who, by his Tre^- 
tife, feems an ingenious and skilful Man, (hotild attri- 
bute to this communicated EleUmry fo many Virtues 
more than what he could iniagine it poffefs'd of. But, 
in all Probability, he did it in Complement to a doat-' 
ing Old Friend, who had given him the Receipt, And, 
indeed, as he defign'd his Bool for the Ufe of Pra&tioners, 
who would know when and how to ufe this EleUuary 
properly ; and at the fame Time fet down the Receipts of 
many other MedicimSy that, as Occafion flbould require, 
mighi; be us'd w^ith it, his beftowing a few extraordina- 
ry jplourifhes on this his old Friend's Prefcription, was cx- 
cufable enough ; being no more than what many other 
Authors have done in Relation to Medicines of very 
little Worth. But it muft be acknowledg'd, that fuch 
Encomums on worthlefs Medicines imny Times mifguide 
young PraBitioners, and oftner thofe who know nothing 
in PraUicd Fhyftck, (as I am confident our Author does 
not) but from Books. The Lenitive Elc5lmry and Sd 
Prunella wiJJ certainly make this EleSlmry^ ferment and 
fpue out in hot Weather, as our Author?, did, when Mr. 
hovel fold it for him 3 but the Lenitive Ehtlmry, Dia- 
phoretick Antimony, and burnt Harts-horn, being left out 
of the Compolition, the Medicine (and thereupon every 
Doje o( if) will be much reduc'd in Quantity, keep 
much longer in Order, and not be very much aicer'd in 
its Qualities and Operation ; and being after Ibme fuch 
Manner reformd, it is, I believe, now fold under tlic 
Title ot the Specifick Remedy, The Troches Alhandal are 
only Glocyntm (caifd ufually Biiter Apple J prepar'd, 
and render the Medicine of a naufeous bitter Talh, in 
which Refped tliis Electuary muft give place to Dr. 
Wali\, which is much more pleafant. - But I never did, 
and do believe I never ftiall, make ufe of (or prefcribe) 
either of them i becaufe I ain fure I know much better 
Medicinc£f

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I expe<5l fome will, by Way of OhjeSihn, be apt to 
fay, in Cafe the Specifick Remedy will not anfwer the 
CharaBer given of it in the PraUicd Scheme^ how came 
Dr. Pml ChamherUinc, who is an eminent Phyftcian, to 
allow its being recommended to the World in his 
Name ? To which my Anfwer is. That Dr. Pml Cham- 
herUine himfelf can give the heii' Account of that Mat' 
ter', therefore ask him. However, I can ajfTure you, 
that Dr. ChamberUine, when confulted on the Point, is 
far from aflerting that either our Authors Specifick or 
Elixir will really anfwer the CharaBer given of them in 
the PraUicd Scher?!e, as you may fee by his Anjmr to 
the following Letttr, which I my felf fent to 'DuChm- 
herlaifie, viz.

* Mercurial or Aotimonid Preparation : Secondly, That 'tis 

* lo neiejjary a Thing, that 'twill alwaj^s do fome Good 
' or other, even to Perfons never lb n^ell in Health ; and 

* confequently, were even EVERY individual Perfon in 

* the Kingdom to take of it, it would SUPPLY what- 
< ever want they CAN have of ANY Phypck^ whe- 
' ther for THIS Dijhniper, or any Other Ailment what- 

* foever, as the Scurvy, Gout, Rheumatifm, Dropfy, Gra- 
' vet, Cholick, or any other lilnefs that proceeds from 

* a foul Blood. 

Thus you fee, as our Amhor has, in fome Parts of 
his PraBical Scheme, pretended his Little Remedy to be a 
Specified, for the Secret Difeafe ; fo he has in other Parts 
thereof (for more or Icfs of this M cited PaJJage h'm 
every of his Editions) reprefented it as a Panacea, fo 
very eflicacious againft all Difeafes, as that it will liip- 
ply whatever Wmt any One can have of any Phyfick, 
vvhether for the Secret Difeafe, or any other Ailment 
whatfoever, proceeding from a foul Blood. Why there- 
fore iTciould 1 not think Dr. Chawherldne'^ Saying of our 
Author 8 Little Remedy, that it is m extraordinary good 
Specifick any Panacea can he, was by him defign'd as 
a Banter on our Amhor for this his foolifh Oiientation 
and Vanity ? Eipecially confidering the DoElor, the 
fubfequent Part of his Letter, owns^ in exprcfs Words, 
that he cannot fay this Remedy mil anfmr all the Matters 
afcriVd to it by the Amhor, who, fays he, may magnify his 
crvn as he pleafes : By which the Do^lor mult defign to be 
undcrliood, that the -Author had (in his Opinion) magni- 
fy'd \m Link Remdyt beyond its due Merits.

* Another, one Pena, a Phy/ician at Pam^ cured //e»ry

' ny Years fince. Sir Rob. Talbor in France, and Sir Kenelm 
' here in England, cured almoll every One by their 

* Speciflcks againft Fevers, and fo of many more. 

* Hence it appears evidently, that Bijiempers have 

* their Specifich ; and mort certain it is, that this Di- 
' /mper has its Specifick alfo. Now if I am NOT that

' leali 'till it Qiall be demonftrativcly prov'd, that fuch 
' an ONE is difcover'd, I cannot for my Life help

Medicines J hwu^ht to rights. Whereas this Specific^ ^

C H A P. X. 

Of a Jimple Gonorrhoea, Old Gleets, and the 
Whites in IVomsn. 

THcfe are Wedneffes and Infirmities I fhould here 
take no Notice of, were it not that they bear fo 
near a Refemblance to a Virulent Gonorrhwa, as that they 
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can't, by Perfons unacquainted therewith, be readily 
di.iineuifli'd from it. 

A Gomrrkaa attends Men, and is an involun- 

tary flowing of the Seed^ the Caruncles thro' which it 
owzes, in the 1 ime of Coition, fiom the Necks of the 
Fe/icuU Sminales into the Urethra^ being injur d and 
corroded, or (at IcaftJ fo weakened and relaX'd in their 
FibrcF, as to permit the Seed infcnfibly to fiow away. 
This is an Infirmity that may (but feldom does) happen ; 
and when it does, the Patient fcon waxes lean and 
feeble, (efpeciaily about the Loins J is brought into a 
Tabes Dorjalis, and, if not fpecdily taken Care of, to 
his Grave. This is a Simple Gonorrhoea, properly fo call'd 2 
But that ufually fo call'd, is noae other than an ordi- 
nary Weeping, or Gleet^ free from a Venereal InfeUion^ 
which I Oiili next defcribe, 

A Gket (properly fo call'd) in a Man, is a Flowing 
of A'Imer, altogether free from a Venereal InfeElion, fe- 
parated by the GlanduU Mucoj^, or (as fometimes hap- 
pens) by the G/and:^U Profiata cither of which Glan- 
dules may, by divers Means, be fo weakn'd and relax'd 
in the Fibres of their excretory Du6ts, as to permit a 
continual Dilcharge of the Mucilagenous Humur they 
ieparate, and which, by being permix'd with fome 
corrofive (tho' jiot Venereal J Particles, will be fo coli- 
quated and alter'd in the Texture and Cohefion of its 
FarticleF, as to be converted into a Sort of Pu^, Sanies, 
or Matter that will much rcfemble that of a Virulent 
Gonorrhoea. But whereas a Virulent Gonorrkwa is foon 
attended with fome (nay with many) other S)wptc^s of 
a Venereal Infection, a Gleet (being void of that Infe^ionJ 
is never acconipany'd wiih any of them : Nor dees it 
weaken and emaciate the Patient as a Simple Gonorrhoea 
(properly fo call'd) does. Many yimhors, I know, have 
wrote otherwife,^ but Experience (as well as Realon) is 
againrt them : For many Ferfons have been afflicted 
with Gleets from Year to Year, (therefore call'd Old 
Gleets) yet have neither been poxd, nor much Wvaken'd, 
or otherwife prejudic'd in their Healths. 

IhtDiJeaJe cdl'd (Fluor Alhm ) the Whites in Wo- 
men, is analogous to a Gleet or Weeping (as lome call it) 
m Men. And as the GlanduUs of the Vrtxhra in Men, 
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feparate that Matter which conftitutes the Gleet, fo the 
Glandules of the Vagina Uteri, whofe excretory Du6\s 
are call'd Lacuna, feparate (ufually) the Matter that is 
difcharg'd, under the Name of the Whites in Women. 
And altho' Women being of a more cold and moift 
Habit of Body than Men, are, on that Account and 
fomc others, more liable to be afflicted with the Whites, 
than Men with Gleets, yet a Gleet in Men, and the 
Whites in Women, are but one and the fame Dijeajky 
and owe their Origin (very often) to the fame Caajes, 
which fomctimes are V enereal Rencounters too frequently 
repeated ; and fometimes other violent Exercifes, elpeci- 
ally in weak and difeafy Habits «f Body, &c. But the 
Truth is, Gleets in Men moft commonly owe their Be- 
ginning to a virulent Gonorrhcsa, and fo very often do 
the Whites in Women : The InfeBion of which being 
carry 'd off, the Fibres of the excretory DuBs of the GUn- 
dtiks in the Urethra in Men, and in the Vagina Uteri in 
Women, are not eafily (by the Method, and Medicines 
in common PraBiceJ^ to be reftor'd to their priRine 
Tone ; but will remain relax d, weak, &c, and a Weeping 
(properly call'd a Gleet in Men, and the Whites in Women) 
will (efpecially in an ill Hahit of Body J for a long Time 
remain, unlefs proper Meafures be taken for a Cure. 

Thus I have briefly (hewn what a fimple Gonorrhaa,sind 
what a Gleet in Men, and what the Whites in Women 
are : They are all free from any InfeBion, and can never 
(let A>ithors fay what they pleafe) degenerate into the 
Venereal Difeafe ; and in that principally confifts their 
efTential Difference from a virulent Gonorrhoea : Their 
formal Difference from that Difeafe, and by which they 
may he diftinguifli'd from ir, you may learn froip the 
following Particulars, viz. 

1. A /jr^^ple Gonorrhoea (under which Term I flial] here 
comprehend, as moft Authors do, as well a Gleet, as a 
fimpk Gonorrhoea properly fo call'd, viz.. any Dripping 
of Matter from the Tard that is free from a Venereal 
InfeBion ) is feldom attended with an Heat and pricking 
Pain in making Water, painful EreBions, or any of the 
other Symptoms that attend a virulent Gonorrhoea. 

2. In a fimpk Gonorrhoea, the Matter that flows 
is waterifh and thin, fomething glutinous and whiti(h, 

and 
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and feldom becomes Hl-colour'd, unlefs in a confidcra- 
ble Time, and in a Difeafy Habit of Body : But the 
Matter of a vim'ent Gonorrhoea is more thick, lefs gluti- 
nous, and foon changes to a yellowi(h or greenifn Co- 
lour, and Rains the Linnen C which the other does not ) cf 
the fame Colour, altho' the Perfon be (otherwife) in a 
good State of Health. 

3. The Matter of a fim^le Gonorrhea will not flow, 
during the Time of an ErcUm ; but the Matter of a 
virulent One will. 

4. In a ftmpk Gonorrhwa the Patient is feldom inclined 
to P^mery, which in a virulent One he frequently is. 

«), The procuring Caufe, wlien that can be known, ef- 
fedf'KiHy diHinguiihes thele Infirmtics : For a fim^k Go- 
norrkaa is the Eftett of over Strainings violent Exercife^ 
Excejs of Fenery, &c. But a virulent Gonorrhceah caus'd 
(as you Ve feen) by a F enereal InfeUion, received by an 
impure Coition. 

6. The EffeUs of thefe Dijeajes diftinguifh them no 
lefs than t'leir procuring Ca^ifes : F r a fimple Gonor- 
rkcea (properly io call'd) daily rendcrrs a Man more and 
more weak and feeble, brings on him a Tabes DorJaHs^ 
and ends in Death* A virulent Gomrrteea is ufually 
attended with other Symptom of the Secret Difeafe. But 
a Gleet icarce weakens at ail, but (being free from /«- 
fe^ion J fometimts remains for feveral Tears, and the Pa- 
tient continues all the while firong and healthful. 

To diftinguiflb the Whites in Women from a virulent 
Gonorrhea, is a Matter of more Difficulty : For Wo- 
men, if weakly, are very apt to haVc the Whites ^ and 
ibmetimes the Woman being of 3.11 ill Habit of Body, 
th^re is- fo much ^irifeowjy attends them, as to caufe a 
(light Heat of Urine, and their CJour alio becomes changed. 
On the other Side, in a f^irulent Gonorrhea, if the In- 
feUim was but (light, ihc Woman is ohenrimes but a 
little (if atalU uiokiied with an Heat of Urine-, nor 
dees I he Matur that fiows, much vary in its Colour. 
Baglivi's Obiervation feems to ue the belt Criterion of 
Dill:i nation, viz.. That in Cafe the Matcer cohtinuea 
flowing during the Tune the Menjes flow, (thai is, 
WhilH She has Thtm, as the W men expre:? it) a .d 
petmix together with them, tlie Woman is Uj,dotibted- 
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ly CUpt : But if the Matter ceafes during tlic Time the 
Merifes flow, and returns (ooii after they are gone, hec 
DiC^fexs the WHtiS only. Other Signs, fays he, are 
fallacious, but this infallible. And in eed, by the At- 
fiftance of this Rale, and the Confideratioo of other 
Ctrctimftmces, fuch as the Ablence or Prefence of other 
Symptoms ot a Fenertd Infeblion, &€• it may be, with 
Ce- t^inty, daennind with wh'ch of tliefe infirrmies a 
Woman is :;fflictcd. 

A ftmple Gmorrhm, (properly fo call'd) is an Infirm" 
ty that docs vc^y feld .m happ si j and when it does, 
generally teiniuiiie.s in Deaih.

out much Troub'e, be freed from thofe (to neat and. 
cleanly Peribnsj very dUagreeable Companions, 

CHAP. xr. 

Of a broken Conftitution, and its Cure. 

OUR Author (according to his methodical Way; 
has made a broken Cmjlitmion, and its Cure, the 
Subject of t' .c third and tenth Chapter of the 14th, i^tb, 
and 1 6th Editions of his PrMical Scheme: That is, in 
the third Chapter, he has deicrib'd a hroken Conftitutiort 
by its Symptoms ; and in tiie tenth he propofes a Cure for 
it. His Befcriptian of ic (in ttie {Ad. third Chapter) is 
as follows : ' Befides the three already mentioned Stages 
' of the Secret Dif:afe^ there is yet another much more 

* unhappy State in which the greateft Part of Mankind 
' misfortunately fin t themfelves ; which is, a brukeny 
' Jpoird, and ruind Conflitution and Habit of Body, of- 
' tentimes attended with a continual Gleet, commonly 

* luok'd upon as inctirable, (no pleafant G3K?p<«wo/i to a 

i clears 
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' clean neat Man, and wliich in Time will bring a 
' Confamption J after former i// Giret; particularly after 
' Sdivatiom, and taking of Mercury, which ought to 

* have been (but was not) well carry 'd oft j and there- 
' fore lies lurking in the very Bmes of the poor ruini 

* Patient. So that after a Salivation is over, and a Cure 
' feemingly performed, commonly there remains feveral 

* pernicious Symptoms of the Difeafe j or elfe fome fa- 

* tai Relicks of the Mercury (oftentimes the worfe Evil 

* of the two) which afterwards niake a Havock in the 

* Brdy, and fooner or later will (hew themfelves by 

* Spots, Breakings-out^ wandering Pains. Weainefs and Pains 
' in the Back and LoinSj Trembling in the Joints, Weary- 

* ncfs and Numhnefs of the Limbs, Giddimjs in tie Heady 

* OwZjings^ and J'mall Gleets, thick foul offenfive Urine, 

* with Threads, Films, Skins, find as it were Hairs in it, 
' with a gre^fy Scum at the Top, and a thick Matter fet- 

* tling at the Bottom, with a Sharpnefs, Pain, Heat, or 

* Stoppage in the making it, together with j ever al other fuch 

* Weakncjjfcs and Diforders. Tlian which, nothing is 
' more common after ill manag'd Cures, as too many 

* unhappy Petfons daily experience, renderir-g Life en- 
' tirely uneafy for Want of Health ; which is indeed 

* its only Sauce : For, as Martial fays, No^i ejl vivere 

* fed valere vita. And thus the poor Patient, who for- 

* mcrly was a flrong, healthy, found, hail P erf on, becomes 
' of an infirm, brolen, weak, and milerabJe Conflitution. 

Hitherto our Author has only reprefented what often 
happens to Venereal Patients, whole Cures were not well 
and skilfully manag'd and whofe misfortunate G>- 
cumfiances are indeed very often as great (and fmhj as 
our Amhor has here (aptly enough) defcrib'd them to 
be. In what next follows, he refle6ls on the Method 
and Medicines generally prefcrib'd by Phyficians to cure 
thek Diforders, and to bxin^ 3. (hitUrd Confiitution to 
Rights, viz. 

' Now, to reme<iy thde Evils after former Cures, the 

* ufual Method is to prefcribe to thefe poor unhappy 

* Perfons, , (whofe Miferies make ihem credulous to al- 
mort every Thing) Bottles of Diet-Drinks, Boxes of 

* Bafmick Pills, lirengthening Bolus's, and other futh 

* hke nauCious and tedious Courfes of Phyftck. ¥m 

' alas I 
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* alas! the poor Patient has been tir'd too much with 

* fuch Loads of Thyfick already to take any more. If no 
^ other Means would do, thefe long and tedious Conrfei 

* of Phyftck muft be undergone ; but other more effeclu- 

* al Remedies are now found out. And therefore for 

* this unhappy State^ I ftiall in the loth Chapter 

* of thw Bo»k propofe a much more eafy and compen- 
' dious Method of Ore, by an extraordinary Chymicd 

Elixir. 

Diet'Drinhf Baljamiel Tills, and flrengthening BoIm's, 
have been for fo many Ages prefcrib'd by the Genera- 
lity of Phyjicidns j and that, moft an End, with fuch 
good and jatisfaclory Succejsy as that our Authors new- 
found-out Elixir (of which doubtlefs he knew nothing 
when he publi(h'd his 13th Edition J mil fcarcely bring 
them into zDifreputMion; unlefs it tliould perform much 
greater Feats than what I expcdt from it. But let's he.ir 
his Account of it from his loth Chapter. 

* I here Cfayi he J propofe to the World a great Me- 
*• dicinty which for reftoring a found Habit of Body af- 

* ter Salivations, taking of Mercury in former C«m, has 

* not its Equal, it being certainly the greatert and moft 

* noble Thing in the World to cltur and cUanje the 
' whole Mdjs of Blood of all Relicks and Remains of Ve-? 
f nereal InfeElion, ill Effedts of Mercury^ Salivations^ and 
*. bad Medicines, that caufe SpttSy BreaUngs-out, v^ander- 

* ing Pains, Weainefs, and Tremhling in the Joints and 
' Limhs, Dttllnefs and Giddinefs in the Head, and othe|: 
' fuch Dijorders. It is fo great a Purifycr of the whole 
' Body, by freeing it from all flMr-p Humours, that caufe 
' Breakings-out, Jtchings, Pains, and Vneafmeffes, as well 

* from the Scurvy as the Fenereal Difeafe, which in 

* Time breaks the beft of Conliitmions, that no one Me- 
' dicine can do more. It has nothing of Mercury m it, 
y but is fo innocent, that an Infant may take it. It 

* carries off the InfeBion chiefly by Urine, Great Num- 
' bers of Perfons, after Venereal Cures, have expcrienc'd 

* its wonderful Effe^s in clcanfing and <^rengthening

* End, THTpentine fills and Bolws, long Diet-Drinks, 

* and other Inch Courfes of Vhyfick, are ufually prelcrib'd ; 

* and inftead of them this Elixir, which a thoufand times 

* tranfcends them,takes Place j doing more at a few Dojes 

* by being taken a few Drops in a Glals of Ale otWine, 

* than fome Gallons Diet-Drinks, or Other Slip-flops of 

* Phy/tei Aiall in a Month, by reftoring the Blood to 

* that due and agreeable Fluidity and Texture of its 

* Parts, which has been impaired by long Cowfes o( 
' Phyjtcl, and which occafion thofe Complaints Perlbns

You now have leen all (in Etiedl:) that our Amhor 
has (aid as to the Virtues and Efficacy of his Elixir ; and 
all which (admitting it to be true) docs not, fo far as 
I can conceive, amount to any Thing more than what 
he had before affur'd us his Specifick Remedy will per- 
form, namely, that it will fmeten, cleanfe, and purify 
the Blood, and carry out of IT, and tht Body, ALL Old 
Remains of Venereal InfeBion and Mercury, which caufe 
Scahs, Breaiings-vut, and other troublefome and difgrace- 
ful Eruptions in the Body, and all fcorbutick Humours, 
firengthen the Conflitution, and preferve Health. I his, i 
fay, which he hid (as you've feen) £ud of his Specifick 
Remedy, is, in my Opinion, comprehenfive of all he 
has promis'd for and laid of his Elixir. But probably 
it may be fuggelkd, in his Favour, that fuppoling the 
Specifick and the Elixir are both good Medicines, and 
proper in thefe Cafes, they being both, as he advifesand 
diredts, taken alternatively, they in Conjunction will 
Iboner bring about and accomplifh the Cure, than ei- 
ther of them would or could alone, and without the 
other's A flTiltance. And this indeed is what our Author 
himfelf chiefly infiHs upon, and affirms concerning 
them and yet I don't well conceive how even this 
can be ; for the Specifick and the Elixir are both equal- 
ly purgatives j and why One proper Purgative often re- 
peated Ihould not perform a Cuu as little a Tiinc,

caU'd a Terpentine Bolus i But cur y^Utkor having not 
faid, (nay, not given the leaft Intimation) in his 
Pra^icd Schemt, that his C/^wic/?/ Elixir is at all purga- 
tivc-T, othervvife than by Urine, Til here tr uifcribe his Di^ 
regions for its Ufe, viz^k 

* Pirc6tions for the Ufe of the Grtat Chymical Anti- 
* vcncteal EJixir for broken Jpoil'd, and ruind Con- 

ifitutions, Habits 0/ Body, by forimer Wi Cures,

* A K E aboBt a Tea Spoonful of this Elixir irf

* only 1 would advife Perfoiis not to go Abroad in cold, 

* wet, fioppy Weather, more than ;u(i Needs muff; 
' Therefore Perfons muli-, according to Prudence, rcgU- 

* late their taking of ir, according as they find two or 
' three Stools a-Day may be more or lefs inconvenient to 
' them ; in which Cafe it muft not be taken (o often, 

* or lefs at a Time of it, if it give morie than two or 

* three Stools in a Day. And in this Manner Perfons 

* mult keep to ir, 'till they find all manner of Uneafinefs

. Our y^fithor, in bis DireEiioHs f^^iVd Up with his Sped" 
fick Remedy, orders fuch a Dofe of that to be taken, 
when it be taken, as may give three or four Stools in 24 
Hours : And in his VireBions feal'd up with his Elixir^ 
he dire^s (as you have now feen) fo much of that to be 
taken, when it be taken, as may give two or thr?«j 
Stools a-Day ; the Dificrence is only One Stool in 24. 
Hours. So that acGording to our Authors prefcnt PrcjeU 
of curing Frefh Claps, Firulent GQn(irrhwA% Poxes, whe- 
ther Nevp or Old, and Broken Confiitutions as alfo, the 
Scurvy^ Dropfy, RheHmatiJm, and all Difeafes proceeding 
from a Foul Bkod, with only (or chiefly with) his Spm-. 
fick Remedy, and Chymical Elixir, there is to be in, and 
throughout, the performing thefe Ci«m, firft of all, 
purge, purge, purge; and then, in the next Place, go to 
Stool, go to Stool, go to Stool ; and this Courfe is to be per- 
form d daily, and every Day, Cif ypu can hold it) aj- 
ternativtly, until you find all Manner of Uneafmefs gone,, 
fliould that be ftven Tears But the beli on't is. 
People may have Paptr for their neaffary Occaftons, in 
what Qjiamity they pkafe, at Mrs. Carway% Mr. €00- 
pers, and at the Sugar-Loaf over-againit Old Round Com 
in the Strand, for only disking for it, by the Name of 
the PrdUical Scheme, &c.

* your Hand will prefently be burn'd. JuIt in the lame 

* Manner, Diet-Drinks in themfelvcs are fo very JIoiv in 
[ effedUng the End for which they are proposed, that 

I unlefs 
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* utikfs Pctfons perfcdlly Rince and Wafh themfelrcii 

* with them, they prove little better than a mfire Chip in 

* Pottage ; fo that Perfons had almoft as good never 
take them : Whereas this Elixir being of a volatilcj 

* fearcbing, cleanfing, and renovating Nature, and 

* containing in it felf the Primes of moft Diet-Drinki, 

* brought here by Chymijlry into a fmall Compafs, andj 

* as it were, contratled, and concenter d into a Point, prc^ 

* fently, as foon as ever it is taken, fearches and enters 
'into the very Subftance of the Blood; dilutes, and 

* cleanfes it fwettens and purifies it ! ' Now, I am 
very much miihken, if the Similitude ought not to be 
worded after the following Manner, viz.i As the Rays 
of the Sm, being diftufed in the ^r?jUent Air, refrejhj 
invigorate^ enliven^ and fiipport all JTegetahles, and Ani- 
mals' \n their very Being and Exijiency : But being, by a * 
Burning-GUfs concentrated, and drawn into a Point, 
fcorcb Hp, burnj deftroy, and htly all Vegetabks and Ani- 
mals that come in their Way ; that is, within the Poem 

of that Glafs : Even fo, the Saiutiferous P articles of the 
Medicinal Ingredients proper for a Diet-Drink, being, by 
a gentle Injufion, drawn out into, and diffufed in a fit 
Quantity of Water, Ale, or Vvine, will refrefh, relieve, 
and even add new Ufcy Strength, and jf^igor to the 
afflicted Patient, by diluting his Blood, cleanfing, fmeten* 
ing, and petrifying of it after ah admirable Manner : 
But the Medicinal Particles of thele Diet-Drink-Ingre-^ 
dients being by Chymifirj (like the Rays of the Sun by a 
CUjsJ as it were concentrated, and drawn into a fmall 
Compafs in Re^ifjd Spirit of Wine (as in our Authors 
Elixir ) will fcorch, Shrivel up, and (as the Saying is) 
luryy One s Cms out prefently ! That is, in Cafe fiich a 
Medicine be taken by it fclf ; and, if it be not, the 
Similitude is loft : For the Raji^Qi the Sun are no longer 
fcorching and burning, than whilft they remain conceh- 
trated by the Glafs : And a Mixture compos'd of our 
Author s Elixir, and Ale, Wine, or Watery differs not fo 
much from a Draught of Dict-DrinJt, as he would wil* 
lingly have it thought to do. 

Our Author lYiW more cffedually to convince the 
World of the Excellency of his Elixir, above that of 
Diet'Drinh, goes on as follows, viz.. * How the Virtues 

*of 
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* of moft Diet'Vrinis are here by Chymijiry^ contrafted, 
^ as it were, into a Point in this Great Medicine^ as jutt 
' now has been faid, may be made clear in the Manner 

* following. Chymifiry being an An which draws out, 

* by the Force of Fire, the very Effence and Uff of 
' Things, feparating by Confequence the Purities of all 

* Things from their ufelefs Dregs, and earthy Subftance, 
^ in order to the Preparation o? Medicines moft grateful 
f to the Palate, by abridging their Dofe, and more 
< Healthful to the W^y, by throwing away their Drofs : 
f Whereas the GaUmifs proceed quite in a contrary 

* Manner, exhibiting to the Patient as well the impure 
f and terrcftrial Parts of Medicines, as the pure and ipi- 
f rituous Ones. This will appear clear in an Example 
f of Jallop Rooty which confifts of tm Parts, to-wit, a 

* Re/tnoHs Part, wherein its whole purgative Faculty con- 
f fifts; and an earthy grofs Part, which is of no Ufe, 

* but only to clog and load the Stomach for ISlothing, 
? Now the vBhole Finue of the Root confifting in its 
f Rofm, it fcems altogether unncceilary that a Perfon 

* (hould load, naufeate, and clog th6t Stomach with 

* 50 or 60 Grains of this Root in Suhfiance, for the Sake 

* of only 4 or 5 Grains of its Rofin, contained in ^hofc 
' ^0 or 60 Grains of it8 Root ; and which 4 or 5 Grains 
' of Ro/in^ will have a much better Effeft than 50 or 60 
' of the Root, 'tis therefore by the Art of Chymifiry, 

* that this ReJlnoHs Part is feparated and extraded from 
' the other ufelefs, grofs, terreftrial Part, which the 

* Chjmijls throw away, after they have cxtraded and 
f drawn all the Rofm from it, in order to abridge and 
' Icffen the Dofe, by giving to Pcrfons only 4 or 5 
' Grains, infiead of 50 or 60. And 'tis this Chymicd 
? Method that is here made Ufe of in the Preparation of 

* this Great Specifck Elixir ; by which the ExtraUion of 

* it from Minerals, Vegetables, and Other the ufual In- 
\ gredients of Diet-Drinb is fo order'd, that a few Drops 
^ only of it, in a little Beer, Ale, or Wme, (hall do 
f more Goad at once taking, than tm whole Quarts of 
' any Diet-Drink will at eight Tim?s taking, reckoning 

* after the Rate of Half a Pint to each Draughty as is 
! ulualjy prefcrib'd to Patients. According 10 which 
\ Cpin|;iitation, tmt only taking of this Elixir, viij. 

! a 
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' a few Drops either Morning and Night, or at any 

* other Times of the Day, equals the taking of fom- 

* Quarts of any Diet-Drink. Now, which of thefe two 
f Dofes, to-wit, either a few Drops of this grateful 

* Elixir, (the Tafte of it being that of a moft pleafant 

* Bitter) to be taken at ONCE ; or tm Quarts of ^ 
« Diet-Drink, to be taken at eight naufeous Draughts, 
? will be mott acceptable to Perlons, whofe Conditions 

* determine them to take fomething of this Kind, need 
f neither Fm Rohin, nor Partridge to foretel.* 

Here I muft remark, i. That altho' Chymiflry be a 
noble Addition to Pharmacy, and of very great Ufe in 
the Preparation of Medicines, yet the old Galenical Phar- 
macy (iill remains neceflary and ufeful. For fome Part 
of the Materia Medica will not admit of a Chymical 
Analyfts ; or, of being any Way chymically treated, 
without being thereby diverted of fuch Virtues as they 
pofTcfs'd before they were fo n)anag*d. 2. That a Diet- 
Drink is, in reality, as much a Qhymcal Preparation as 
an Elixir : They are both made by a gentle ^nfufto^ 
OVlIY xht Diet-Drink iji a large Iron, Copper-tin d, oi 
Tin-Pot, whiph (to do it wfH) muft not be above half 
full, and «:lofe ftop'd witti Late ; and the Elixir in a 
large Gkfs Matrefs, well ftop't alfo ; the firft is fet to 
infufe over a gentle naked Fir^, the other in a Sand Heat, 
The Menlirmm (which makes the Difference) us'd in 
cxtrading the Medicinal Particles o{ the Ingredients in 
making a Diet-Drink, is ufually Water, and Ibmetimes 
Ale or Wine : The Men(irmm with which the Medicinal 
Particles of the Ingredients are extracted in the Prepara- 
tion of Elixirs is ReBifyd Spirit of Wine. Diet-Drinks, 
when taken, are taken by themfelves : Elixirs and 
Tintinres, mix'd with ^ie, Wine, or Water. But whe- 
ther WWirr, ^/f, lVi»e, common (or redify'd) Spirit of 
Wine, be us'd in making thefe ExtraElions, a very plea- 
iant coloured, clear, and tranfparent Medicinal Liquor is 
obtained ; and the Drop, that is, the unlerviceablc 
Parts of the Ingredients, is left behind in the Pot or 
OUJs^ and caft away. Diet-Drinks are, 1 acknowledge, 
ufually reckon d amongft the Galenical Medicines ; and 
Elixirs are numbered with the Chymical Preparations: 
But there being none o^her Difference between them, 
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in Relation to tlieir Preparation, thap what I have ta- 
ken Notice of, I think the One is, in Truth, as much 
a Chymeal Preparation as the other. 3. Alth.o' Water, 
y^le. Wine, comtnon (and re6lifyVl) Spirit of Wine^arc aJl 
us'd, that is, foj^etimes the One, and at other Times 
Another of them, in extrading the ferviceable Particles 
of Phyfical Ingredients ; yet thefe different Menftruums 
are iis'd to fervc different Intentions : That is, ilie Virtue 
and Efficacy of the Ingredients ufually put into Diet- 
Drinks, confilt as well in their Jaline as in their fdpbi- 
reom Particles. Now, Water will beft extract their Saline 
Particles, but will leave a great Part of ihcir ju'iphHre'oHs 
Particles behind : Ale and Wine will aifo extract princi- 
• pally their faline Particles, but will receive more of 
their falphureom Particles than Water can do. Common 
Spirit of Wine will extract the , major Pavt of both the 
falim and julphurem Pa|:ticles of ihz^zjn^redimts ; and 
that nearly in an equal Degree, being it (elf equally 
Aqueous and Spirituous: But RcElifyd Spirit vf Wine^ 
being an exalted Sulphur, preys principally on the /«7- 
phureom Particles of thole Ingredients, extrads them, and 
leaves the greateft Part of their jaline Particles untouched. 
So that as skilful Thyftcians want either the faline or the 
fnlphureopu Particles of thefe Ingredients, or a Mixture of 
them both ? they accordingly make Choice of either an 
Aqueous, Vinous, or Spirituous Menp-mm for their 
Extraclion. 

From what has been faid, it is plain, i. That a Diet- 
Drink made Water, as it will not liave rcceiv'd 
the very fnne Panicles from the Ingredients, tliat eithec 
Ale or Wine (which are fomewhat fpirituous) would 
Jiave done fo it cannot be poffcfsYl of the very fame 
Virtues a Diet-Drink made with Ale or Wine, from the 
lame Ingredients, will have. 2. That feeing Water, in 
thefe £.vtr^f//'o«/, _ chiefly preys on, dilTolvcs, extrads, 
and receives into it fejf, the jaline Panicles tliefe In- 
gredients, and leaves the moft p.irt of their fulphnreom 
Particles beliind ; and_ that Rectify' d Spirit of Wine dots 
(on the Contrary) chiei?y prey on, diflolve, draw out, 
and receive, the j'-slphurev^is (that is, ti.e ReJ^nopu) Par- 
tides of thefe Ingredients, and leaves the grcatdt Part 
of thm faline Particles, bthmd nothing can be mote 

M ^ pl.iin 
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plain, than that tbefe two Medicines, (that is, a Diet- 
Driniy made with Water, and an Elixir with ReSlify'd 
Spirit J tho' drawn from the fame Medicinal Ingredients, 
muft neceiTarily be well near as different in their Na- 
tures^ properties, Virtues, and Effcacy^ as the faline, and 
fulphureom Particles of thofe Ingredients are ; Whence it 
follows, 3. That our Authors, Contrivance of bringing 
the Virtues of mort Diet-Drinh into a fmall Compafs, 
by Chymjlry, is a mere Chimera ; and effedtually difco- 
vers liis great Ignorance in the Materia Medica, and 
mij^ry. A Diet-Drini, containing the Particles of 

the Ingredients diffused in it, like nitroi4s Particles in the 
u^ir ; yet lo intermix'd and Ibften'd with fulphHrems Par- 
cleSf as not to be very pungent, dilutes the Blood, clean- * 
feS3 fweetcns, and purifies it, carrying off its Feculencies 
by Urine j thereby rendering the Patient every Day 
more cafy, plealant, brisk, and lively ; which noble 
Virtues, and EfSs, can't be rationally look'd for, from 
the refmoHs Particles of thefc Ingredients, extracted by, 
and cmbody'd with an exalted Sulphur, that will fcarce- 
ly touch the f aline Particles in which the Virtues and 
Efficacy of Diet-Drink Ingredients, do, moft an End, 
principally confift. And as to Diet-Drinh being nau- 
feous, and our Authors Elixir^ pleafant to take ; let the 
World judge (without applying either to Poor Robin or 
Partridge J whether an Half-Pint Glafs of a well pre- 
pared curious Diet- Drink, that for Colour, Clearnejs, Fine- 
nefs, Transparency, Scent, and Taj}e, may even vye with 
the beft VVine, be not more eligible, and even inviting 
to be drank by any Perfon, whether Tick or well, than 
a Glafs of either Ale or Wine, turn'd with the Admix- 
ture of our Author's Elixir, thick, and rvheyifh ; fo that 
any One, not knowing what it is, would take it for 
Pifs, that had flood a while in the Chamber-pot, and 
was, as we call it, hroh ; as happens when Perfons 
have a Cold upon them, that is going off. And as to 
^alap Rooty its whole Virtue does not, as our Auhor has 
ignorantly affirm'd, confirt in its Ro/tn : For Jalap 
abounds with Saline, as well as Refinous Particles ; and 
thofe Saline Particles, in Conjundion with its RefmoHs, 
render it an admirable Hydragogue : And for that Rea- 
fon, all well cxperiepc'd and skilful Phyfmans prefcribc 
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Jalap in Snhjlance for Dropped Perfons ; and not its Re 
Jin, which containing but few of its Saline Particles^ is 
not, on thofe Occafions, fo fernceable. Nor will the 
Rofin of Jdapy when given (as it very fcldom is) alone, 
work near lb well, pleafantly, and to fo good Purpofe 
as Jalap in Subftance does. But Rofin of JaUp (by 
Reafon.of its being Purgative in a fmali Qiiantity) is 
more fit than Jalap in Subftance, to be mix'd with 
other Ingredients, in Pills, Bolus's, &c. And for thofe 
Purpofes chiefly it is prepar'd. 

And now I conceive it highly necefiary, that our in- 
genious and learned Author Qiould invchigate new Ar- 
guments to convince the World of the Excellency of this 
pretended Great Elixir, and fo to fupport its Reputa- 
tion, as to make it go briskly off, at the Price of a 
Guinea each little Bottle. 

However, fome Perfons, perhaps, may be defirous of 
knowing more dire<ftly of what, and how this Elixir is 
made j or, at leaft, how to make Another that may be 
equivalent to it : To oblige therefore fuch Perfons, I 
fay, That our Amkor having, in the PraBical Scke?m 
(Ed. 14, 15, i<5.. p. 28.) informed us, that it is extra6ied 
from the ufual Ingredients of Diet-Drinb, (that is, as 
he murt meanj the Ingredients of Diet-Drinls generally 
us'd in Venereal Cafes J by the fame Chymcd Methd the 
Roftn of Jalap is extraded from the Jalap Root, and that 
it is hitter, and, in his fcal'd up DireBions, that it is fo 
purgative, as that a Tea-fpoonful of it being taken Mor- 
ning and Nigh, will give (generally fpeaking) two or 
three Stools in 24 Hcurs, I conceive an Elixir made ac- 
cording to the following Prefcription, will be more like 
our Author's (as he' now Sells it) in Colour, Scent, Tafte, 
Operation, and EffeBs, than his Speci^ck Remedy (vid. p. 
53 J ^^■•) is like Dr. Wdh famous Ekcluary ; nay, I be- 
lieve they will not be eafily di/iinguidi'd the One fron^ 
the Other ; and therefore I (hall call it, as he does his.

Xah Guajacum in Pcwdcr one Pound, Guajacum Bark in 
Powder fix Ounces, Sarfafras in Potvder four Ounces, 
China Roots, and SflrfaparilU fiit, cut (Imt, and well

Iruifedj Centaury the lefs^ mi Gent'ion^ of each two 
Otinces^ JaUp in Porvder eight Ounces ; put all into 
a large Matrafs, and pour to them ReEtifyd Spirit of 
Wine one Gallon-, digefi in a Sand Heat for three 
WkelSy or a Months fhaling the Glafs once every 
Day. Then, the Matrafs being cold, fltrate the 
Elixir tkro' yahited brcm Paper ^ and put it up fur • 
Ufc. 

The Dofe is the Quantity of a Tea-Spoonfull, in a 
Glafs of Ale Morning and fivening, when-cver you 
defire to be purg'd, and made fickifh and out of Order, 
to little or no Purpofe. 

Now, altho' (as 1 faid before) out Author has given 
a pretty true Account of tlie Symptoms of a Broken Confu- 
tation, and of ii\c\-\ Difcrdas as -ufually attend Perjons 
not well cured of the Secret Dijcafe ; yet, I believe, the 
Reader may rccieve a more clear and latisfadTory JNotion 
of the Matter, from a Conilderation of the Aptnejs there 
is in the Venereal InfeElion-, and any (tho' flight) Remains 
thereof to unite, and incorporate with fome other -Di- 
(iemperSy and thereby to conftimte (as it were) a new, 
and anomalous Vijeaf?, As for Example : The Scurvy, 
which is of it felf a very contumacious I)iftemper, and 
his Synptams that, when inveterate, much refembie 
foine that attend the Pox: But when a Venereal InfeEiion, 
or iome Remains thereof, (hall be incorporated with the 
Scurvy J the fcorluuick Symptoms will be rendered worfe 
than they were before ^ and th^ Patient will be pcrplex'd 
with Ifidifpo/itions/UneafaeJfes, and D(/Wm, not alto- 
gether pioper to cither the Secret Difeafe, or tl;e Scurvy. 
The like may be faid of the Kings- Evil, the Itch, the 
Rheamatifm, and of moli: Chronical Difeafes. Nay, fome 
Authors affirm, that even FeverSy and other Acute Di' 
fcajes, may be rendered more fevere than Ordinary, and 
more difficult to be cured, by being complicated with 
the V encreal Dije^fe. 

And tiiis Cmplication of the Venereal and fome other 
Dtjeafe m^y h;ippen, either by the Patient's being afflict- 
ed^ with that other Difeafe at the Time the Venereal In- 
fetlion was received, or by Means of the Secret Dif<aje 
being not well cured, in a Peilbn othcrwifc of good 

Health : 
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Health : For in Cafe a really found and healthy Pcrfon 
becomes infeitcd with xhz Secret Difiaje^ and happens 
not to have its InfcSlion well carry'd off, and the Blooi 
and Juices of the Body abfokitely rc(ior'd to thfir for- 
mer Purity, the remaining Particles of the Venereal In- 
feBion being in feme Meafure broken, fhatter'd, and 
alter'd in their Texture, &c. may probably never pro- 
duce any of the genuine Symptof^s of the Secret Difeafe, 
but rather an inveterate Scurvy^ Rhenmrnfm, Kinjr's-Evil^ 
LeproHi Breaki figs-out, or feme other Dijeafe^ to which 
the Patient's Confthution, Habit of Body, Way of Living, 
&c. (hall contribute : And there are but few (if any) 
Pcrfons fo healthful, as that ihcy are not ( in fome 
Meafure at leart) inclined to one Dijeafe or Another* 
and every Difeafe taking its Origin from, or being (thov 
but ftightly) complicated with the Venered Difeafe, 
muft be cured with proper ^mivenereal Ret^edies ; for 
they will not give Way to any other Medicines.

JDifeafe, (haW require ; as according as the ^ge, Sex^ 
Conjiitmion^ of the Patient ^ Variety ^ Urgency, &c, 
of Symptoms, (hall indicate : But my Grand Sped/id for

and Truth ; Namely, that you can't aflure any One of ?i Cure 
from the Specifick Betnedy^ unlefs you be thoroughly acquainted 
with their prefent Complaint : Does not this Trojeh jaf recom-

the College of. Phyficians did it many Years \ fo did Dodlor Sal- 
ttton^ &c. But, it mufl be own'd -Jowje who diftribute Bills are, 
for certain, very unfitly for the Adminifiraiion of Phy- 

Jick ; yet are they (the moft Contemptible of them^ preferable 
to skulking (won't be kaiown) Medicafiert .' Becaufe with the 
firft a Man may converfe, and, by their Difcourfe and Canrer- 
/atioKj judge of them-: But of the Latter, One has no Way 
of guefling any Thing concerning them ; unlefs by what is 
prijited, which many Times is not of their own Compofition :

A General Receipt or 
two 5 a few Cramp Words ; an Arm Chair ; a Night Gown 5 a 
good Stock cf Impudence, and Ignorance 5 which lafi, kt it be 
( fays he ) as great iu fojj^hle it can ! Now, Sir, Nothing is 
»iore plain, that y^m-Aiithat has a general Receipt or two; 
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that isj the Receipts of his Specific^ Remedy^ and Efixir : Cramp 
Words^ and Latin Phrafes^ are frequent in the 5th, 6th, and 
7th Editions of his Pra^Hcal Scheme I And very likely he: may 
have an Arm-Chair^ and a Night-Govoriy at his (either real, or 
fham) Sifier's Lodgings, at the Sng^ir-Loaf over-againft Old 
Round Court in the Strand^ reaily provided againft the Time 
his De^torjhip fliall pleafe to receive f^i/its ■' Impudence he feems 
to be abundantly fupply'd with ; and of Ignorance (in Thjfich) 
I have made it appear that he has no Want : So that as Toon 
as he pleafe he may prefent himfelf in Cathedra DoCtoris .'

Are not 
his Boohs a£lually Bills^ and as fuch given away ? And whether 
he be, or be not, a Sham-VoSlor^ Man- Spoiler-) Eubhry and a 
^lack, I leave "to my Readers to det^rmiiis. But, Sir, your 
yinthor-f in the fa,me Prf^e> goes on ftill, and informs us, that

' amufe the Ignorant, whofe Miferies make them credulous to 

* almoft every Thing/ Now, good Doftor P.«<' Chamberlenj 
are you not furpriz'd, that your Friend, who endeavours that 
neither his jPe»yi/2 nor Place of Rejidencc {lwuld/i.,e known to 
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inore Perfqiis than Needs muft ; and who, being little known 
any where, may be faid, by News-Paper Ad-vtrtifements^ and 
given-away Boo^f, very much to boaft every where of his 
Specifick Remedy^ Elixir^ Necklace^ Turgivg Sugar-'Bhmbs^ Saf- 
fron-Vrops, Daffs-Elixir^ ^gue-fla'tfier^ Rheum-Flaifier^ Beaiiti- 
fying-Cream^ &c. all to be had of his (reputed) Sifiern^ one 
Pair of Stairs at the Su^ar Loaf over-agaiiift Old Round Court 
in the Strand : Are you not, I fay, furpris'd that he thus rails 
at, and abufes Others^ for doing the very Things he every Day 
does himfelf? Of what a mean, bafe, mifchievous Spirit znd 
Difpo/ition muft he be, thus to adl ? However, Sir, you now fee 
how your ingenious and learned Author manages his Matters, 
in Order to get Money and Reputation ! He, being a very chk- 
7nng Fellow^ expe£ls to be well thought of himfelf, by means
